RUMORED DISASTER. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

NEW YORK, May 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Journal special from Key 
West says: “This town is agog over 
a story of our first naval disaster. The 
report goes that the Mangrove has 
been captured by the Spaniards. The 
wildest stories run. It was said that 
the little lighthouse-tender’s entire 
complement of officers and men had 
been butchered. Then this was modi- 
fied to the extent of saying that they 
had been taken to Santiago de Cuba. 
Everybody was filled with fear for the 
worst. The naval station here would 
not verify the story, but those in 
charge were evidently uneasy over it. 

Telegrams sent to Washington asking 
whether or not the report was true 
elicited unsatisfactory replies. Evi- 
dently the Navy Department could not 
or would not confirm or deny. As the 
story went that the American steamer 
had been picked up by a big Spanish 
cruiser off the southern Cuban coast, 
it was supposed she had been grap- 
pling for the Santiago cable to cut it 
and cut off the Spaniards from Madrid. 
She was especially equipped for this 
service. The Mangrove was not in- 
tended for active hard fighting. She 
was equipped with two rapid-fire 
1-pounders and cable grappling appa- 
ratus, and was in charge of Lieutenant- 
Commander William Everett. His 
crew consisted of thirteen men.”

All military and naval leaves have 
been cancelled and supplies for eight- 
een months are being stored. 

The British government has been 
making extraordinary. warlike prepara- 
tions in Jamaica, on a much greater 
scale, in fact, than the American war 
with Spain would warrant. 

In view of the report of a Franco- 
Spanish alliance, and numerous hints 
from European capitals of an under- 
standing between the United States 
and Great Britain, the foregoing news 
is very significant.

These 
are all the volunteer troops which 
have thus far arrived here, although 
it is understood that there will be at 
least 15,000 volunteers in and around 
Tampa when all of them get on the 
ground. 

The provisional brigade will be com- 
manded by Brig.-Gen. Hamilton Ss. 
Hawkins, who holds the rank of col- 
onel in the regular army, and who 
was for several years comniandant at 
West Point. He was appointed briga- 
dier-general in the first list sent to 
the Senate by the President, and is 
considered one of the most able sol- 
diers in the lot. He reached Tampa 
yesterday, and as soon as he has made 
up his staff appointments, will go into 
Camp near the regiments, all of which 
are now at Palmetto Beach.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] When,two transports pass 
through the Golden Gate today and, 
turning their prows toward the setting 
sun, take the bone in their teeth and 
speed toward Manila, the first step to- 
ward a new era in American politics 
will have been taken. Those 2000 men 
will be but the forerunners of a vaster 
force which may yet journey to the 
conquest of new territory and uphold 
the Stars and Stripes, which have been 
planted on the soil of the Philippines. 

The facts concerning Gen. Merritt's 
mission are gradually coming out and 
today it Is learned that so full is his 
authority that should he make known 
his desire to have 35,000 men, they will 
be sent to him. President McKinley 
and Gen. Alger are in accord with Gen. 
Merritt. He will have just what he 
needs to carry out the full scope of 
his instructions. 


Gen. Merritt is to proclaim martial 
law over the Philippines. His instruc- 
tions are positive and direct. This 
means that there is no uncertainty in 
the mind of the President as to the at- 
titude of this government toward its 
new possessions. [n fact, the President 
himself suggestead and practically 
drafted the instructions, although they 


are nominally issued by the War De- 
partment. 


CAMP BROKEN. 


The First Regiment’s Last Night at 
the Presidio. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 23.—It was 
just 4 o’clock this morning when the 
first notes of the reveille sounding 
through the camp woke the men from 
what may be for years theirlast sleep 
upon the Presidio Reservation. Hardly 
had the notes of the trumpet died 
upon the early morning air before the 
camp took on an aspect of life and ani- 

mation. 

Around headquarters the officers were 
busy getting their personal effects 
packed, while in the company streets 
the soldiers were engaged in getting 
their haversacks packed, their 
blankets rolled up, and their canteens 
filled with water. This was the work 
of but a few moments, and then the 
loading of the camp euipage on large 
drays was begun and completed in a 
twinkling. 

At 5:20 o'clock the call for breakfast 
was sounded, and the men and officers 
alike fell to with a hearty zest. Despite 
the attempted gayety of all, there was 
a general depression that made itself 
felt from the colonel down, and the 
meal was not a jolly one. 

By 6 o'clock, a large crowd had gath- 
ered to see the regiment start. and 
when 6:35 o'clock, the general call for 
striking camp sounded and the white 
tents fell, the crowd cheered, while 
from the camps of the Seventh ana 
Sixth regiments came back a counter 
wave of honest lung power that ate 
tested the good will and wishes of the 
less-fortunate soldiers, who Kve in 
the daily hope that heir summons to 
the front may come without delay. Co. 
E won the $5 proze for the first com- 
pany to fold up their tents. 

Then Col. Smith ordered his majors 
to form their battalions, and a few 
minutes later he emerged from his 
tent and handed to the color sergeant 
of Co. B, the stand of colors that were 
presented to the regiment by the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

This was the signal for the regiment 
to begin its march, and the First, un- 
der Maj. Boxton, filed from the camp 
for regimental formation. Then fol- 
lowed the Second, under Maj. Sime, 
while Maj. Tilden closed in upon the 
left with the Third. 

As soon as the formation had been 
completer, Col. Smith gave the order 
to march, and the soldiers, with meas- 
ured tread and steady swing, passed 
out of the gate of the Presidio, at ex- 
actly 7:40. The crowd cheered, hats 
were thrown in the air, and the women 
waved their handkercniefs and sma)! 
flags, while as a last word of parting 
and a token of comradeship, there 
came from the soldiers that were left 
behind three rousing cheers that made 
the welkin ring. 

The scenes, along the route to the 
ferry were indescribable. The coming 
of the regiment was announced by 
blasts from many whistles, while the 
crowd that lined the sides of the 
streets cheered and cheered, until the 
vast wave of human voices, like a sea 
of mighty sound, rolled along in ad- 
vance of the tramping column. 

Several halts were made to rest the 
men, who were in heavy marching or- 
der. At every step someone would rush 
from the crowd to clasp the hand of a 
soldier for a parting word, while more

NO PROTEST FROM ITALY. 


The State Department Denics the 
Reports Sent from Paris. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—The an- 
nouncement by way of Paris that the 
Italian government has protested 

against the continuance of the block- 
ade of the Cuban coast, on the ground 
that it was ineffective, met a prompt 
denial at the State Department, and it 
can be stated definitely that neither 
in Washington nor Rome have any rep- 
resentations on this subject been ad- 
dressed to the United States govern- 
ment. As a matter of fact, Italy prob- 
ably is the maritime power of all others 
with which the United States has had 
absolutely no correspondence in the 
slightest degree connected with the 
Cuban blockade. 

As to the allegation that the blockade 
is ineffective, it is said that, on the 
contrary, it has been singularly suc- 
cessful. and that so far as known not 
a single neutral ship subject to deten- 
tion has passed the lines without the 
express consent of our government. 
The Montserrat, it is true, did enter 
Cienfuegos Harbor before our block- 
ading ships had time to get around to 
the south side of Cuba and establish 
the blockade, and she did manage to 
get out at night. But she is a Spanish 
ship, and Spain is perhaps the only na- 
tion in the world that has lost. the 
power to protest against a blockade, 
being a combatant herself. It is only 
for neutral powers to enter such pro- 
tests andnone ofthem has yet madethe 
slightest protest for such action. 

With the beginning of the present 
week, all the Spanish vessels in the 
United States which sailed after the 
outbreak of the war are subject to 
seizure, as well as all the Spanish mer- 
chantmen found on the high seas, save 
where they left port for the United 
States before April 21 last. The Presi- 
dent’s proclamation of war allowed 
such ships lying in our ports, or bound 
for them, thirty days in which to dis- 
charge cargoes, and also insured them 
Safe passage home. That period of 
time expired last Saturday night. This, 
it is expected, will tend to free the 
State Department from complications. 


COAST SIGNAL SERVICE, 
Capt. Dartlett Has Organized a Com- 
plete System. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, } 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—Under the 
energetic management of Capt. Bart- 
lett, who was recalled from the retired 
list into active service of the Navy De- 
partment for the purpose, there has 
just been perfected a most admirable 
and thorough system of coast signaling 
for war purposes. The Navy Depart- 
ment itself established thirty stations 
on the coast, manned by naval militia- 
men. Then it called into serivce 1060 
lighthouse employés and 1000 life-say- 
ing men, making a total force of over 
3000 men who patrol the great shore 
line from Bar Harbor to Galveston 
night and day, and in all weathers.

CLARA BARTON ON DECK.

TAMPA (Fla.,) May 23.—The Red 
Cross Society ship State of Texas, with 
Miss Clara Barton, representative of 
the National Red Cross Society of 
America, and a corps of surgeons and 
trained nurses, arrived at Port Tampa 
from Key West today and cast anchor 
near the gunboat Helena. The vessel, 
which is fully fitted up for hospital 
purposes and carries supplies enough 
for the equipment of several Red Cross 
stations, will, it is said, follow the fleet 
of troops into Cuban waters. 

In speaking of the Red Cross work in 
Cuba, Miss Barton said today that she 
had received asurances from the high- 
est Spanish official sources that her 
hospital at Serro and her headquarters 
were being carefully guarded, and that 
the Red Cross supplies left there were 
being put to their intended use. 

In the hospital-at Serro, where sixty 
children were being cared for when 
Miss Barton left the island, there are 
now 160 children receiving medical at- 
tention. 

“Gen. Blanco himself belongs to the 
Red Cross Society of Spain,’ said Miss 
Barton, “and I am confident that the 
Red Cross work in Cuba will not be in- 
terferred with.”’ 

Miss Barton left for Washington to- 
night. 

Elaborate errangements have been 
made for the banquet to be held at the 
Tampa Bay Hotel tomorrow in honor 
of Queen Victoria’s birthday. Covers 
for about two hundred and fifty guests 
will be laid. 

Everything now waits on news from 
the fleets. 

On the arrival today of the Iroquois, 
Santiago and Cherokee, twenty-one 
transports are now at the post, every 
one fitted ready for the embarkation. 
These ships will easily accommodate be- 
tween 15,000 and 20,000 men, somewhat 
over the total number of regular troops 
in camp here. It is thought thirty-six 
hours after orders are received to em- 
bark, every,man, horse and pound of 
supplies can be placed on board the 
vessels in waiting.

Gen. Graham has established his 
headquarters in the Graham House, 
about a mile from the camp proper. 

he headquarters are on a knoll over- 
looking the camp, and are beautifully 
located. 

Gen. Graham made a thorough in- 
spection of the camp today, paying 
particularly close attention to the sani- 
tary arrangements. Surgeon-General 
Girard reported during the day and 
continued the inspection. He is of the 
opinion that the water supply will be 
ample for all purposes. While there is 
considerable sickness among the mem- 
bers of the Sixth Illinois, the general 
health of the camp is excellent. Today 
seventeen members of the Sixth Illinois 
were confined to the hospital. The ill- 
ness in this regiment is due to the ex- 
posure of the men while en route to 
the camp. A hospital corps arrived from 
Fort Henry, Baltimore, today and will 
instruct the volunteers how to take 
care of the sick. 

Tonight 8500 men are in the camp, and 
the total will be swelled tomorrow by 
about twelve thousand. It is expected 
that the regiments now in camp will be 
erganized toomorrow into brigades.

MORE SOLDIERS NEEDED. 


SECOND CALL FOR VOLUNTEERS 
UNDER CONSIDERATION, 


Necessity for Additional Troops for 
the Invasion of Cuba and Oc- 
eupation of the Philippines 
Clearly Demonstrated. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

“ NEW YORK, May 24.—A Tribune dis- 
patch from Washington says: “Another 
call for volunteers is under serious con- 
sideration by the military authorities, 
although it may not be issued for at 
least a week or two, or at any rate 
until the invasion of Cuba has been 
begun and the necessity for additional 
troops is clearly demonstrated. 

“The difficulty of arming and equip- 
ping many of the soldiers already mus- 
tered into the service is rapidly disap- 
pearing and from the experience gained 
in the recent call, army officers are sat- 
isfied that more than a month will be 
consumed in mustering an additional 
50,000 men, and that in this time equip- 
ments could be prepared for that num- 
ber. 

“The unexpected and extraordinary 
drain on the regular and volunteer force 
by the Philippines expedition, necessitat- 
ing at the outset 15,000 men, together 
with the prospect that Spain will not be 
influenced by EPuropean powers to aban- 
don her futile struggle, but will wage 
war until her resources are exhausted, 
is causing the military authorities con- 
siderable anxiety regarding the suf- 
ficiency of the armed forces of the gov- 
ernment for carrying out the respon- 
sibilities which have been undertaken. 

“The simple task of freeing Cuba has 
been increased, through the necessities 
arising in the Philippines, and through 
the probability of being compelled to 
maintain an army of occupation in 
Cuba several years, until the war is 
beginning to assume tremendous di- 
mensions. 

“If Porto Rico is added to the scales 
eventually, as the Philippines were, the 
magnitude of American responsibility 
will be materially increased, and fur- 
ther increase of the army made com- 
pulsory. Many public men are begin- 
ning to express conviction that the 
forces of the United States will be as 
difficult to withdraw from Cuba as 
those of England have been from 
Egypt, although there is no modifica- 
tion up to this time of the resolution 
to make Cuba a free and autonomous 


} republic, and not a mere dependent ter- 


ritorial acquisition. 

“With regard to the Philippines and 
Porto Rico, however, a disposition is 
already manifested to regard them as 
fruits of victory, and in view of the 
notorious incapacity of their inhabi- 
tants for self-government, to take per- 
manent possession of them and provide 
them with complete colonial establish- 
ment. - Eventualiy they may become in 
part self-governing, but the strong 
arm of the United States may have 
to be exerted indefinitely to preserve 
their peace and prosperity. 

“The authorized strength of the army 
@ month agg was 25,000 men. It has 
now been increased to 199,500, and of 
the latter number 194,000 will be 
actually under arms and in the field 
before June 1. Of this increase by 
the expansion of the regular service 
through its reorganization under the 
three battalion formations, 36,000 men 
have been added, the other portion 
having been acquired through the call 
for the volunteers, and by means of 
the enlistment of two brigades of im- 
munes and one of engineers. 

“It is already the prevailing belief 
that the exansion of the regular serv- 
ice, though contemplated only for the 
duration of the war, will be permanent 
and that the standing army will never 
again fall below 85,000. The latter 
number, in the opinion of Gen. Miles, is 
essential for operations in Cuba next 
summer, although most of the invading 
force will necessarily be composed of 
volunteers. 

“The rapid development of the Cuban 
invasion project is given as another 
indication of the forthcoming necessity 
for additional volunteers. In its incep- 
tion, a month ago, the programme 
contemplated a force of only 5000 men to 
establish a base of supplies, from which 
the Cuban insurgents were to be armed, 
clothed and fed and their campaign 
against the Spaniards supported as oc- 
casion required. 

“This plan was based on the pre- 
sumption that reports regarding the in- 
surgent strength which had been re- 
ceived from American consuls and 
others for the last two years, were ac- 
curate, and that the ability of Gen. 
Gomez to crush the Spaniards and shut 
them up in the coast cities had not 
been exaggerated. 

“For nearly two years positive as- 
sertions had been numerous that the 
Cubans, with therely the moral en- 
United States 
through a recognition of belligerency, 
would quickly accomplish their own in- 
dependence. 

“Within the last month the falsity of 
these assertions has been demon- 
strated to the complete satisfaction of 
the authorities here, and through the 
reports of regular army officers who 
have recently made reconnoisances in 
the island. It is. now definitely known 
that little or no assistance from the 
vaunted ‘armies of liberty’ should be 
expected. 

“On the contrary, the latest infor- 
mation, which is of undoubted trust- 
worthiness, indicates conclusively that 
had so small a force as at first con- 
templated been landed in Cuba, the 
rapid concentration of Spanish troops 
would have caused its speedy retreat, 
or resulted in its annihilation. 

“This radical disillusionment of those 
enthusiasts who predicted Spanish 
abandonment of Cuba at the first evi- 
dence of a threatening attitude on the 
part of the United States, in part, at 
least, accounts for the precautions and 
delays which.are now apparent in the 
preparations for invasion. ' 

“The numerical strength of the ad- 
vance guard is now placed at nearly 
twenty thousand, with the assertion 
that no movement will occur until twice 
that number are equipped and ready 
to respond instantly to any call for 
reinforcements which may be impera- 
tively demanded.” 


FRANCE FRIENDLY. 


The Government Anxious to Remove 
Contrary Impressions. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, May 23.—A dispatch 
to the World from Paris says clear 
evidence is now being afforded of the 
government's desire to remove the bad 
impression created in the United 
States by the offensive spirit of certain 

Paris journals since the war began. 


Inquiries in high official quarters 
have elicited the declaration that 
Premier Sagasta’s explanation that, 


Embassador Leon y Castillo’s presence 
in Paris is essentially important pend- 
ing negotiations, caused amazement at 
Foreign Ministry. 

Such negotiations are 
with the French government. 


It is be- 


lieved that Sagasta’s statement is a 
mere excuse to cover Sefior Castillo’s 
unwillingness to accept a burden of 
office under thankless conditions. 
France’s Minister, M. Hanoteux, 


is 


resolved to maintain a rigid neutrality. 
He will participate in no movement for 
intervention without first ascertaining 
whether the conditions proposed would 
be acceptable at Washington. 

Further testimony to the French of- 
ficial feeling is furnished by an editorial 
in Le Temps, emphatically protesting 
against the alleged misunderstanding 
between France and America, at- 
tributing the hostility shown her to a 
few boulevard journals. 

Sympathy for Spain because she is 
deemed the weaker party is felt, no 
doubt, but Frenchmen would be glad to 
see Cuba free, and the French govern- 
ment has done, and will do, everything 
possible to maintain its cordial rela- 
tions with the great republic beyond 
the sea. 

“Franco-American friendship,’’ the 
Temps says, “dates from the never-to- 
be-forgotten days of Washington and 
Lafayette, and the historic past of both 
countries in a measure determines their 
relations in the future.”’ 


SQUARING HERSELF.

MORE TROOPERS KILLED. 


MILITARY AND VEGETABLE TRAINS 
IN COLLISION,

A North Carolina Private Dead and 
Another Fatally Injured — En- 
gineer of Vegetable Train to 
Blame for the Wreck, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

SAVANNAH (Ga.,) May 23.—Early 
this morning a special train on the 
Florida Central and Peninsula Rail- 
way, carrying North Carolina troops 
en route to Florida, collided with a 
north-bound vegetable train. Private 
William Barbee, Co, I, of Durham, was 
killed, and Private J. M. Colclough 
was fatally injured, 

The regulars were traveling in a Sec- 
tional train. The vegetable train was 
waiting on a siding and thought all the 
sections had passed. The engineer 
pushed ahead, and was running at a 
rapid pace, when the collision occurred, 
Private Barbee was in the last passen- 
ger coach next to a feeight car con- 
taining the baggage of the battalion. 
He attempted to jump and was caught 
between the cars. His head was terri- 
bly mashed and both his legs were 
broken. 

Private Colclough was injured inter- 
nally. The train was attached to an- 
other engine and brought back to Sa- 
vannah. An undertaker was sent for 
and took charge of the body. It will 
be sent home for burial tonight. The 
troops lined up beside the cars as the 
body was taken from the station. 

The corporal’s squadron of each com- 
pany escorted the body to the under- 
taker’s. The body was carried from 
the depot on a stretcher borne upon 
the shoulders of four of the dead man’s 
comrades. The battalion proceeded to 
sec after a wait here of about two 

ours.

When 
seen in his apartments at the Windsor 
Hotel he expressed relief that Polo had 
retired from the scene. The duty of 
looking after Du _ Bosc, he said, re- 
mained with the secret-service depart- 
ment at Washington.”

COULDN’I AIM THE GUNS, | 


BAD MARKSMANSHIP OF THE SPAN- 
IARDS AT SANTIAGO DE CUBA. 


It Enabled the Men of the St. Louis 
to Grapple and Cut the Cable 
in Range of Moro Castle. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, May 24.—[{Exclusive 

Dispatch.] A Sun especial from St. 

Thomas, D. W. I., dated May 23, says: 

“The firing at Santiago de Cuba 

Wednesday, May 18, was between the 

Spaniards there and two American *es- 

sels. Acting under orders from Samp- 

son, the auxiliary cruiser St. Louis and 
the tugboat Wampatuck went to San- 
tiago for the purpose of cutting the 
cable there. The cable was picked up 
within range of the guns of Moro Cas- 
tle, and the Spaniards at once opened 
fire on the Americans. Two sand bat- 
teries and one mortar battery on shore 
at the bottom of the heights on which 
Moro is situated, joined in the firing, 
to which the Americans responded. The 
aim of the Spanish gunners was atro- 
ciously bad. The men who were de- 
tailed to cut the cable grappled for it 
from the deck of the St. Louis. They 


| found it with little difficulty, and coolly 


lifted it to the forecastle of the St. 
Louis, where it was cut, the Spaniards 
meanwhile doing their best to disable 
the cruiser. The engagement was 
lively while it lasted. The St. Louis 
brought her total armament of four 
6-pounders into play, while the Wam- 
patugk used her one 3-pounder. With 
this small armament the Americans 
finally succeded in silencing all but two 
or three of the Spanish guns. Neither 
of the American vessels was seriously 
damaged. The topmast backstay on 
the St. Louis was shot away, and the 
pilot-house of the Wamf—&tuck was 
slightly splintered. One aman on the 
St. Louis had a finger broken by a fly- 
ing fragment of a shell while handling 
the cable. 

“When the American had completed 
their work at Santiago, they proceeded 
twenty miles to the eastward, where 
they entered the bay of Guantanamo, 
being under orders to cut the cable 
there also. While they were picking 
up the cable in the bay, the Spanish 
batteries opened fire on them, but the 
guns, being small and poorly handled, 
were ineffective. Two well-placed shots 
from the St. Louis secured compara- 
tive quiet, and the work of further 
crippling Blanco’s communication with 
the outside world was hastily accom- 
plished.” 


THINK OUR FEARS GROUNDLESS. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

NEW YORK, May 24.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Washington special says: 
“Pacific Coast people living in Wash- 
ington, some of them being in Congress, 
have suddenly become alarmed about 
the report that the monitor Monterey is 
to be sent to reinforce Dewey at Ma- 
nila. They rushed to the Navy Depart- 
ment this morning to protest that it 
would be unwise to take from the coast 
the last remaining effective protection, 
excepting fortifications, to be used 
against ships of the enemy if they 
should appear. 

“The alarm excited in the far-western 
mind is akin to that recently reported 
from the far East, when New England 
people asked the Secretary of the Navy 
to have that coast patrolled by some 
of Schley’s vessels, but the Pacific 
Coast people are apprehensive lest 
part of the Spanish fleet, after being 
reported as having left Cadiz for Cuba 
or Manilas may have starced for the 
Pacific by way of Cape Horn, to ap- 
pear suddenly on the California coast 
end commit depredations before any of 
Dewey’s fleet can be sent over to af- 
ford protection. The Navy Department 
was not much moved by the appeals 
made to it. 

“The occupancy of the Philippines is 
taking up so much attention and being 
urged with so much energy, com- 


pared with the Cuban campaign, 
that objection to the departure 
of the Monterey does not make 
a deep’ impression. As for the 


Spanish venturing by way of Cape 
Horn, involving frequent stops for coal 
at inhospitable ports, it is considered 
to be a danger not to be feared, even 
remotely.”

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LOADING FOR MANILA 


FIRST CALIFORNIA REGIMENT 
BOARDS THE PEKING. 


She Will Probably Sail Today and 
Be Followed by the Sydney 
and Australia. 


MORE TRANSPORTS SUBSIDIZED. 


PHILIPPINE EXPEDITION IS NOW 
FAIRLY UNDER WAY. 


Monitor Monterey Cannot Leave for 
Several Days—Troops for Ma- 
mila Still Arriving from 
the East. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 23.—The 
preparations for the first expedition to 
Manila are absorbing tlie energies of all 
the military departments of the State, 
as well as the enthusiasm of the people. 
Nothing remains to be done but to fin- 
ish loading the three vessels—‘he 
Peking, Australia and Sydney. 

The first expedition will be divided 
aniong the three vessels as follows: 

The City of Peking—First California 
Volunteers, composed of 49 officers and 
973 enlisted men, 10 officers and 71 
sailors of the navy, making a total of 
69 officers.and 1044 men. 

The City of Sydney—Thirteen officers 
and 318 enlisted men, of one battalion 
of the Oregon volunteers. 9 officers and 
300 men of four companies of the Four- 
teenth United States Infantry; one 
officer and 50 men of the California 
Héavy Artillery, and Dr. H. E. McVay, 
ranking medical officer, making a total 
of 24 cfficers and 670 men. 

The Australia—The headquarters 
staff and band and two battalions of 
the Oregon volunteers, comprising 37 
Officers and 660 men. 

The troops assigned tu depart on the 
Australia and the City of Peking have 
been ordered to report at the docks of 
their respective vessels at 8 o'clock to- 
morrow morning. 

The organization of the second expe- 
dition to the Philippines will not be de- 
termined until the arrival of Gen. Wes- 
ley Merritt, who is in command of the 
whole expedition, and who will reach 
this city at the end of the week. 

The steamer Zealandia is due to ar- 
rive from Honolulu tomorrow. The 
work of unmlgading her cargo from the 
islands will be rushed. The vessel will 
be probably turned over to the govern- 
ment by Thursday night, and the work 
of transforming her into a troop ship 
will commence immediately. 

The steamer China is expected to ar- 
rive from the Orient on Saturday. She 
will be ready for use as a transport by 
the end of the following week. About 
eight more large steamers will be re- 
quired to transport the soldiers to Ma- 
nila, but no more vessels have been 
chartered, although a number of fine 
steamers are available. 

The Oregon troops underwent an in- 
spection this afternoon, preparatory to 
embarking for the Philippines. They 
have been splendidly equipped by their 
own State, and their appearance evoked 
much favorable comment from the in- 
specting officers. 

Sergt. McCarthy of Co. D, First Regi- 
ment, died this morning of pneumonia. 
He had been sick in the hospital since 
Monday last. On Saturday it was 
thought he would pull through, but he 
suffered a relapse, and died just after 
“taps” had been sounded for his regi- 
ment for the last time befote boarding 
the City of Peking, which is to convey 
it to Manila. 

The Twentieth Regiment of Penn- 
sylvania Volunteers, formerly the crack 
regiment of the National Guard of that 
State, will arrive tomorrow. 

The troop of cavalry of Utah will 
arrive here on Wednesday morning. 


FAREWELL AND BON VOYAGE. 
First Regiment of California Volun- 
teers Embark for Manila. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 23.—Califor- 
nia said good-by to her First Regiment 
of Volunteers this morning, as they 
marched gaily forth from the Presidio 
to Start on their long ourney to Ma- 
nila. The men left camp at 8 o’clock, 
and marched to the Pacific Mail dock, 
where the big steamship City of 
Peking lay ready for them. By noon 
the soldiers were all on board, and be- 
fore night everything will be in readi- 
ness for their departure. 

The farewell demonstration by the 
people of San Francisco will long be 
remembered by the soldiers of the 
First Regiment. Every street leading 
from the Presidio to the Pacific Mail 
dock. a distance of about five miles, 
was lined with people, who, after the 
soldiers passed, followed in their wake 
and marched with them to the docks. 

It had been announced that camp 
would be struck at 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and long before that hour, thou- 
sands of citizens had flocked to the 
Presidio to see the sights. Promptly 
at 7 o’clock.. the bugle sounded at the 
Presidio, and all the tents went down 
together. Then for an hour the sgol- 
diers were busily engaged in rolling 
them up and loading them on trucks. 
At 8 o’clock the regiment was formed 
into line. and headed by its band 
marched out through the big stone 
gates of the Presidio, and the journey 
of conquest had commenced. 

At Van Ness avenue, the entire po- 
lice force of San Francisco was in 
waiting. and fell in ahead of the sol- 
diers. The latter were in heavy march- 
ing order, carrying blanket rolls and 
loaded knapsacks on their backs. The 
men marched along at a swinging gait 
and as they turned into the broad 
thoroughfare of Van Ness- avenue, 
they presented a splendid appearance. 

At Pacific avenue, the Naval Re- 
serve, Signal Corps and National Guard 
staff officers were in line, and pre- 
sented arms as the soldiers went by. 
- Then they, too, followed and marched 
to the mail dock. As the regiment 
proceeded through the residence dis- 
trict on its way down town, the crowd 
grew thicker and thicker. There was 
one continuous roar of cheers, flags 
were waved frantically, and people 
along the line, as they recognized some 
friend among the soldiers, rushed out 
and grasped him by thé hand t6 say 
good-by. 

When Market street, the main busi- 
ness thoroughfare of the city was 
reached, the crowd was enormous. Al- 
though no formal proclamation was 
made. this morning was generally rec- 
ognized by the business men 4as a holi- 
day, and people on their way to work 
lingered to see the soldiers pass. The 
cheering of the crowd “grew in vol- 
ume. and nothing like the sight on 
Market street was ever seen here be- 
fore. Many weeping women followed 
the soldiers. as though loath to let 
them out of their sight, and even men 
were not ashamed to show their emo- 


| board the ship, the police with diffi- 


dock was something terrific. In vain 
the police and the mounted Signal 
Corps attempted to keep the crowd 
back. They would not be denied, and 
rushed onto the 4Zock in the wake of 
the soldiers. 

Arrived at the dock, the volunteers 
were marched on board the transport 
without delay. It took considerable 
time for each man to be consigned to 
his quarters,, but this task was ac- 
ve with but very little confu- 
sion. 

After the soldiers were once on 
culty cleared the dock, and the gates 
were shut. All day long, however, 4 
big crowd hung about the dock in 
the hope of being able to get one more 
glimpse of the men who are going to 
rm 6000 miles to fight for their coun- 
ry. 

The First California Regiment of 
United States Volunteers is commanded 
by Col. James F. Smith, and consists 
of 1086 officers and men. 


PHILIPPINE REVENUES. 


Treasury Department Getting Ready 
to Callect Them. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—In antici- 
pation of the early occupation ‘of the 
Philippine Islands by the military and 
naval forces of the United States, the 
Treasury Department has already be- 
gun the formulation of regulations and 
a scheme of customs tariffs, which will 
be collected by the military authorities 
and turned into the treasury of the 
United States, as a “military ccntribu- 
tion.” 

That the President has authority to 
collect the Philippine revenues under 
existing conditions, is not 2 matter of 
doubt. It was several times done dur- 
ing the late war with Mexico, and the 
authority of the government in the 
premises was sustained by decisions of 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

The court in a «ase, which grew out 
of the capture and occupation of San 
Francisco and all the upper part of 
the State of California by the United 
States troops, held that the Presiaent, 
under the Constitution, as commander- 
in-chief of the army and navy, had a 
right to exercise the belligerent right 
of a conquerer and to impose duties on 
imports as a military contribution for 
the support of the army. 

This was the view held by the court 
in another case where it was a'so de- 
cided the capture of Tampico, Mex., by 
the United States forces, though suf- 
ficient to cause it to be regarded by 
other nations as part of our territory, 
did not make it in fact a part of the 
United States under our Constitution 
and laws. “It remained,” said the court, 
“a foreign country, within the revenue 
laws of the United States.” 

The tariff rates now being prepared 
by the Treasury Department will 
closely follow the Spanish customs laws 
in force in the Philippines. Just what 
revenue they produce is not known, but 
the assumption is that inasmuch as the 
home government realized from them 
last year, approximately . $9,000,000, the 
actual amount collected was $18,000,000. 

The government will assume control 
of the revenues as soon as the principal 
seaports are in our possession, and will 
continue to control them at least until 
Congress takes specific action in the 
case, or until peace has been declared 
between the two countries. 


STILL THEY COME. 


More Troops en Route to the Philip- 
pines. 
—— [BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

EL PASO (Tex.,) May 23.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Sixteen raw recruits 
passed here today ina special coach at- 
tached to the Southern Pacific pasenger 
train. They were enlisted at Houston, 
Tex., in Co. K, Third Infantry, U.S.A. 
This is the first westward movement of 
troops via this point since the massing 
at San Francisco of Dewey’s reinforce- 
ment was commenced. Several regi- 
ments are expected to pass here tomor- 
row. 

, UTAH ENLISTMENTS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRISS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SALT LAKE (Utah,) May 23.—Lieut. 
Dashiell, at Fort Douglas, has been 
authorized from Washington to enlist 
200 men for the Fourteenth Infantry, 
now about to start for Manila. The 
Fort Douglas authorities have also 
received word to muster in immediately 
fifty men for the Fourth Cavalry, U. 
S.A., now stationed at the Presidio, San 
Francisco. 

REGULARS FROM ALASKA. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 23.—Cos. A 
and G of the Fourteenth U.S. Infantry, 
regulars, arrived this morning on the 
Portland express. Lieut. Bennett, U.S. 
A., of the Presidio, met the troops and 
escorted them to the camp of the Four- 
teenth. There were 126 men in the two 
companies, in charge of Maj. Anderson. 
The boys have been on duty in Alaska 
and were glad to join their comrades,

The soldiers were met at the depot 
by the Red Cross Society and given 
food and drink, and in addition small 
bouquets of flowers.

STILL ANOTHER REGIMENT.

NEW YORK, May 23.—The War De- 
partment has asked Gen. Roe if he 
could have another regiment ready to 
start upon call. Gen. Roe has replied 
in the affirmative, and from this it is 
inferred that the First or Third may 
be ordered to join Gen. Merritt’s forces 
in the Philippines. 


MANILA BLOCKADE. 


Formal Notice Given That the Port 
is Closed to Trafiic. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, May 23.—Secretary 
Gage today issued an order to customs 
officers, notifying them that the port 
of Manila. Philippine Islands, is block- 
aded by the United States fleet under 
Admiral Dewey, and therefore clear- 
anoe will not be granted to merchant 
vessels for that port. The instructions 
also warn owners and masters of ves- 
sels that in undertaking voyages to 
Spanish ports, not now blockaded, 
they run risk of interruption by future 

blockades and military operations, 


MORE TRANSPORTS, 


Additions to the Philippine Fleet 
Needed—Sutlers Barred. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—Assistant 
Secretary Meiklejohn of the War De- 
partment was today engaged in nego- 
tiating for several additional trans- 
ports for the troops that are to be sent 
to Manila. 

The advices received by the Assistant 
Secretary from San Francisco today in- 
dicated that three of the transports, 
the City of Peking, the City of Sydney 
and the Australia, would start on their 
long journey late tonight or tomorrow. 

No suttlers are to be permitted to ac- 
company the army during the war. As-

sistant Secretary Meiklejohn made this 
announcement today afer a thorough | 
consultation with the army officials | 
who are acquainted with the operations | 
of the commisary department. Tv 


these will be supplied to the soldiers at 
cost price. Many applications have 
been received from persons who are 
anxious to receive appointments en- 
titling them to accompany the army 
with a sutler’s privilege. 

The authorities are endeavoring to 
secure legislation by Congress which 
will make applicable in time of war 
the law providing for summary court- 
martial for the trial of petty offenses 
at military posts. This law is ap- 
plicable only in time of peace, and in 
consequence much embarrassment has 
been caused by the inability of the War 
Department to try numerous small of- 
fenses which constantly arise. 


ARMY PAYMASTERS,. 


Three of Them to Proceed to Manila 
for Duty. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—Paymast- 
er-General Stanton has selected an of- 
ficial corps of paymasters for duty with 
the Philippine expedition. Three of 
officials will go to Manila. They are 
well tried officers, who have been in 
the service for a long time. Their 
names are Maj. Charles McClure, who 
is to be chief paymaster; Majs. Charles 
S. Whipple of Minnesota, a son of 
Bishop Whipple, and Charles E. Kil- 
bourne. 

An adequate amount of cash to pay 
the soldiers for three months will be 
made up entirely of gold and silver. 
The Bank of California, located at San 
Francisco, has offered to the govern- 
ment to become its agent at the city of 
Manila, but, inasmuch as Manila is 
not yet in our actual possession, noth- 
ing has been done in the matter. 

The designation of some _ reliable 
financial concern as the financial 
agent of the United States in the 
Philippines no doubt will be made, as 
this is regarded as absolutely essential 
to avoid the actual transfer of large 
amount of cash by the government. 

Somebody has suggested that the gov- 
ernment purchase a large consignment 
of Mexican silver dollars, two of which 
can be bought by one United States 
dollar, and that the troops at Manila 
be paid in these coins. The Mexican 
dollar will purchase considerable mgre 
in Manila than the American coin of 
similar denomination, and thus the sol- 
diers for the time being would derive 
a greater apparent amount of com- 
pensation than if paid in United States 
silver. 

The government, however, is not dis- 
posed to pay the men in depreciated 
coin, for when the soldiers return the 
Mexican dollars they might have 
saved, they would be of less value by 
half than a similar number of Ameri- 
can silver dollars. The proposition was 
never taken seriously, but is suggested 
simply to how the varied number of 
propositions which the officials of the 
government are constantly receiving 
during these times. 


THE MONTEREY COALING. 


She is Expected to Make Fast Zime 
to Honolula.” | 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 23.—The 
work of coaling and provisioning the 
U.S.S. Monterey is progressing rap- 
idly, and when this has been com- 
pleted, the vessel will go to Mare 
Island to take on ammunition and to 
undergo a thorough examination before 
she puts to sea. It is very probable 
that she will go to Honolulu, there 
to take on another supply of coal. 
From Honolulu she will steam as far 
as possible. when she will. be either 
taken in tow by a collier, which is to 
accompany her, or refill her bunkers 
from the collier at sea. It is gener- 
ally understood that she will make 
fast time between here and Honolulu 
to catch the transports which leave 
this port before her. 
REASONS FOR DELAY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—It is said 
at the Navy Department that it will 
be at least five days before the Mon- 
terey can be started on her long jour- 
ney from San Francisco for Manila, 
the delay being on aceount of the 
preparations that must be made for the 
very exceptional service required of the 
vessel. 


SHIPS ARE SCARCE. 


Hence the Delay in Sending Troops 
‘ to the Philippines. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, May  23.— Much 
comment and some criticism has been 
caused by the delay in forwarding 
troops to the Philippines to support 
Admiral Dewey. Both the comment 
and the criticism had their origin in 
the desire of the President that the 
fruits of Dewey’s victory at Manila 


should not be endangered by any lack 


of assistance from 
War Department, 

It is known now that troops would 
have been sent to Manila before this, 
had it been possible for the War De 
partment to secure transports on the 
Pacific Coast. The utmost difficulty 
is being experienced by the department 
in obtaining such transports. The 
coastwise trade on the Pacific is not 
large, as compared with that on the 
Atlantic, and a majority of the vessels 
engaged in the trade are of foreign 
register. Of course, ships flying a for- 
eign flag cannot be used as transports 
by the government, as such would con- 
stitute a violation of the neutrality 
laws of the nation whose flag the ship 
bore. 

Tonight, the War Department is 
negotiating by telegraph with the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship Company for the 
charter of two of the company’s ves- 
sels, the China and the Colon. The 
Colon flies the American colors, but 
the China is under the Hawaiian flag. 
The difference between the War De- 
partment and the steamship company 
is now one of price. Whether satisfac- 
tory terms will be agreed upon re- 
mains in doubt. 

Tonight Assistant Secretary Meikle- 
john received a telegraphic offer from 
the agent of the Northern Pacific 
Steamship Company at Seattle, placing 
at the disposal of the government the 
company’s entire fleet of steamers, 
provided they be given American regis- 
ter. These ships are the Tacoma, Ari- 
zona, Olympia, Columbia, Victoria and 
Argyll. All are British-built vessels 
and fly the British flag. 

Commenting upon. the situation 
which confronts the department, Sec- 
retary Meiklejohn said: 

“If we cannot get vessels at what 
we consider fair prices, we shall be 
forced to impress such as we may need 
into the service and leave the prices. 
to be. adjusted subsequently by a board 
appointed for the purpose. We have 
made every possible effort to secure 
vessels of American register; indeed, we 
But it is impossi- 
ble to obtain them on the Pacific 
Coast. We shall have simply to ask 
Congress to give American register 
to vessels that we can obtain. There 
is no other way out of the difficulty.” 

The likelihood is that the War De- 
partment will order such vessels oft he 


the Navy or the

as may be. needed, to San Francisco 
and then ask Congress to give them 
American register, in order that they 
may promptly convey the available 
troops to Manila. It is the desire of

MILITARY PLACE HUNTERS. 


President and Secretary of War Be- 
asieged With Cnilers, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT] 
WASHINGTON, May 23.—Senators 
and Representatives who saw the 
President early today left the White 
House without gleaning any new facts 
about the war situation. So far as 
official dispatches indicated, there was 
an entire absence of important advices 

from the front. 

It was a disagreeable, threatening 
day, but this fact did not keep away a 
throng from both houses of Congress. 
Among them were Senator Jones of 
Arkansas, Mr. Quay of Pennsylvania, 
Senator Lindsay of Kentucky, a repre- 
sentation from the Louisiano delega- 
tion, Representatives Curtis of Kansas, 
Faris of Indiana, Langham of Texas 
and ex-Senator Ingalis of Kansas. 

The Louisiana delegation, headed by 
Gen. Meyer, urged upon the President 
the importance of allowing another 
regiment of immunes to Louisiana vol- 
unteers. There are two men being 
urged to head this regiment, Lieut, 
Lafitte, U. S.A., and John C. Wickliffe, 
a civilian. Bither one of these is ac- 
ceptable to the delegation, and the 
Presndent has both names in contem- 
plation. 

Senator Gear and Representative 
Hull of Iowa called together and pre- 
sented a number of names for army 
appointments. 

AT THE WAR OFFICE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—Monday 
morning at the War Department wit- 
nessed a revival of the ceaseless activ- 
ity which has characterized the mili- 
tary branch of the government for two 
months past. 

Sunday was a rest day for many of 
the officials in name only, for they took 
advantage of the absence of visitors to 
catch up with the vast amount of rou- 
tine work which, in many cases, had 
to be temporarily pushed aside .for 
more important matters during the 
week days. . 

During this morning there was an 
endless number of callers at Secre- 
tary Alger’s, Assistant Secretary 
Meiklejohn’s and Gen. Corbin’s offices, 
made up largely of Senators and ap- 
plicants for appointment in the volun- 
teer branch of the arniy. 


CONGRESSMAN TO THE FRONT. 


Mr. Rebbins of Pennsylvania Going 
With the Army to Cuba. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

. WASHINGTON, May 23.—Congress- 
man Bdward Everett Robbins of Penn- 
sylvania called on the President today 
and spent but a few minutes with him 
before he went over to the Secretary of 
War for his assignment. He bore with 
him a written order to appoint Hon. E. 
E. Robbins of Pennspivania captain 
and assistant quartermaster, United 
States Volunteers, signed by the Presi- 

dent. 

Mr. Robins represents the Twenty- 
first Pennsylvania District, and was 
major and quartermaster of the Sec- 
ond Brigade, State Militia. He served 
ten years in the militia, and when four 
regiments of his old brigade were or- 
dered to move forward for the invasion 
of Cuba he determined to go with them, 

BROUSSARD NOT GOING. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS’ NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—It was 
positively stated after a call of the 
‘Louisiana Congressional delegation to- 
day, that Representative Broussard of 
Louisiana had been selected to head a 
regiment of immunes he had been 
authorized to raise. Brossuard subse- 
quently denied this, however, and 
stated that he had no intention of or- 
ganizing any troops. 


NO MORE BOYS IN BLUE, 


Gray Brown Twilled Linen Uniforms 
Chosen for the Tropics. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

TAMPA (Fla.,) May 23.—The time- 
honored blue uniform of the army is 
being replaced here by the more som- 
ber gray. The cloth ysused is light 
twilled linen of gray brown color, se- 
lected after much consideration by the 
authorities at Washington as most 
appropriate for tropical campaigning. 

The former heavy oblong shoulder 
strap was abandoned, being replaced 
by a triangular strip of white duck, 
with insignia of metal. The collar, 
cuffs and facings are also white duck, 
which, with a broad plait in the back 
and four side pockets, give more elabo- 
rate effect than any other field uniform 
previously in use in our army. 

This uniform is not original in this 
country, as many foreign armies have 
one similar in color, design and mate- 
rial. Small advance consignments of 
these uniforms, which will be issued to 
enlisted men, have arrived at the 
quartermaster’s office here. Officers 
here hope that the entire army may be 
outfitted with lighter clothing before 
the commencement of actual field ope- 
rations. 


BRIDEGROOM COMETH. 


GEN. MERRITT LEAVES CHICAGO 
FOR THE PACIFIC COAST, 


His Engagement toa Pretty Chicago 
Girl Announced Just Previous 
to His Departure—They Make a 
Brilliant Match. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

CHICAGO, May 22.—The formal an- 
nouncement of the engagement of Miss 
Laura Wiiliams, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Norman Williams of Chicagé, and 
grand-daughter of the late Judge John 
Dean Caton, to Maj.-Gen. Wesley Mer- 
ritt, military governor of the Philip- 
pine Islands, was made today. 

Miss Williams is about 20 years 
old, a brunette, graceful and petite 
and of striking appearance, with jet 
black hair and eyes and brilliant col- 
oring. She has received much atten- 
tion here and abroad, and especially 
in London, where she was the guest 
of Robert .T. Lingoln, when he was 
representative of this country at the 
Court of St. James. She was presented 
at the Queen’s drawing-room with 
Miss Lincoln. 

Norman Williams has for a number 

of years been one of the well-known 
figures in Chicaga legal and financial 
circles. 
. Gen. Merritt was botn in Illinois. 
and-js a graduate of West Point. He 
entered the war directly after gradua- 
tion in 1861. In April, 1863, he was ap- 
pointed brigadier-general, and his serv- 
ices throughout the war were of the 
most distinguished form. Since its 
close, he has made a name for himself 
as an Indian fighter, and in 1895 was 
made a major-general. 

Gen. Merritt left for the Pacific Coast 
tonight on a special car attached to the 
6 o’clock train on the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railroad.

SCHEDULED TO SAIL SOON FROM 
THE PORT OF CADIZ.

Its Destination Said to Be the Philip- 
pines, but Just as Likely to Be 
Western Waters—Cadiz Harbor 
Thoroughly Mined. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, May 23.—A dispatch to 
the World from Madrid says: “With 
the incoming of the new government 
the gréatest impetus has been given to 
activity in the navy yards, and, it may 
be added, to home defenses. Torpedoes 


+ have been laid at the entrances .of all 


the important harbors. 

“The new ministry has determined 
to send at once what is known as the 
reserve squadron, that is to say, the 
armored warship Pelayo, the protected 
cruisers Carlos V and Alfonso XIII, the 
torpedo-boat destroyers Audaz, Pros- 
perina and Destructor; the dispatch 
boats Giralda, Rapido and Patria, and 
the armed transatlantic liners Joaquin 


de Pielago, Alfonso XII, Antonio 
Lopez, Ciudad de Cadiz and Buenos 
Ayres. 


“To the above will be added the 
Reina Regente, which is being armed 
in Ferrol, and the Leon XIII, which 
has already started from Barcelona 
for Cadiz. 

“This fleet is likely to start at once 
and it is publicly stated that it is go- 
ing to Manila. 

“Significant suggestions are made as 
to the possibility of the Pelayo getting 
through the Suez Canal, owing to her 
draught, but it may be readily under- 
stood that the admiralty is not giving 
their secrets away, and that the fleet 
will sail under sealed orders, and that 
it is quite as likely to go west as 
east.”’ 

TO THE PHILIPPINES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, May 23.—A dispatch 
to the World from Cadiz says: “It is 
stated here very positively that the 
Pelayo, Carlos V, three of the transat- 
lantic steamers and two torpedo boats 
are about to sail for the Philippines. 
The Pelayo is well armed, armored 
and manned. The Carlos V is well 
armored and manned and has good 
guns, but her heavy ones forward will 
not swing, owing to defects in the ma- 
chinery, and can only be fired directly 

ahead. 

“The captains of these boats are 
good men and experienced, but Ad- 
miral Camara is regarded by naval men 
as difficult to work with, giving or- 
ders and contradicting them almost in 
the same breath. He is from Malaga. 

“It is said here that there are mines 
in Manila Harbor that were not ex- 
ploded when the American fleet en- 
tered, the electric communication being 
out of order. This has, so it is rumored. 
now been rectified and preparations are 
complete to give Admiral Dewey a 
warm good-by should he attempt to 
leave. This rumor will bear a big 
lump of salt.” 

“It is reported that the Spanish fleet 
left St. Vincent without instructions 
from the government at Madrid and 
that Admiral Cervera wired: ‘The state 
of my country compels me to go to meet 
the enemy.’ 

“The captains of the Vizcaya, Almi- 
rante Oquendo and the Maria Teresa 
are excellent comanders. These ships 
are-all in good shape and powerful, 
heavily armored and _ well handled. 
The Cristobal Colon has no heavy guns 
and therefore is not formidable, bu: 
all four of them are of 7000 tons each 
and can steam twenty to twenty-one 
knots.

FPRITISH LION AROUSED. 


Firing on a British Steamer May 
Cost Spain Dearly.

ST. THOMAS (D. W. 1.) May 23.— 
The British steamer  Aldeborough, 
Capt. Farrant, which arrived at Porto 
Rico on May 8, from Mothil, Scotland, 
reached this port from Sanh Juan de 
Porto Rico yesterday morning. She re- 
ports that an American cruiser cap- 
tured a Spanish bark six miles north of 
San Juan Saturday morning last. The 
capture of the vessel was observed 
from San Juan. The prize was towed 
north. 

The Spanish cruiser Isabel II while at 
San Juan fired on the Britisn steamer 
Roth, May 22, which arrived at Porto 
Rico after the bombardment. It is al- 
leged that the Spanish ship fired on 
the Roth, which was Toaded With coal, 
with the intention of crippling her and 
thereby preventing her departure. The 
officers of the Isabel II, however, claim 
the firing was the result of an accident.

CHANCES FuR AN EARLY NAVAL 
BATTLE ARE 


= 


A Coal Famine Believed to Be Star- 
ing Admiral Cervera in the Face, 
If Such is the Case His Race is 
Nearly Run. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—The Navy 
Department settled down to 
quietly wait for definite results in the 
naval programme in the West Indian 
waters. Every inquiry is directed to- 
Ward the location of the respective 
squadrons, and the chances of an early 
conflict. But the sum total of the offi- 
cial advices throws little or no light 
on the time when a battle may occur. 
It is said by those best acquainted with 
the situation that the decisive fight 
may occur within the next few hours, 
or may not occur for several days, pos- 
sibly weeks. At the same time the 
authorities claim that the chances are 
greatly lessened of Admiral Cervera’s 
prolonging his elusive plan for any 
considerable time. There are several 
reasons for this, but the main one is 
that the Spanish ships have made in- 
roads on their coal supply. 

The run across from Cape Verde used 
up the greater part, if not all, of this 
supply. Since then stops have been 
made at Martinique, Curacoa and San- 
tiago, but at no one of these places 
has it been possible to take on more 
than enough coal for temporary use. 
At Martinique, the French decree of 
neutrality prevented the Spanish ships 
from getting more than enough coal to 
carry them to the next port, which 
Weuld be 390 to 400 tons at most. At 
Curacoa the amount of coal secured 
cid not exceed 700 tons. At Santiago 
liere is no coal, unless colliers have 
brought it there recently, which is not 
belived to have occurred, as against 
these small supplies the Spanish ships 
have been consuming much coal on 
elusive runs. 

There are no other coaling joints in 
tue West Indies for the Spanish, ex- 
cept for their most temporary needs. 
The British islands are closed against 
them by the decree making coal con- 
traband of war. The Dutch islands 
will give them no further coal relief, 
as a result of negotiations with the 

Dutch authorities following the coaling 
of the Spanish ships-at Curacoa. The 
Danish island of St. Thomas is stini- 
larly closed against them. Guadeloupe 
and other French islands have the 
Same restrictions as Martinique. Hay- 
tian ports are closed to them by a 
Strict treaty provision between Hayti 
and the United States, which the Hay- 
tian authorities will see is not waived 
in the present instance. Santo Do- 
mingo ports are similarly protected 
azainst the chance of recoaling by Ad- 
miral Cervera’s fleet. In short, naval 
officials belleve the Spanish admiral 
is now inside the Caribbean Sea with 
us original stock of coal. 

With scant additions already well ex- 
tausted, and with no depots in sight 
for a complete recoaling, this, in nava) 
pariance, would starve the Spanish 
ships before long. The only relief pos- 
sible for this dangerous condition is a 
juncture with collfers from the other 
side. A good collier carries from 1000 
te 4000 tuns of coal, and two or thre» 
of them could completely recoal <Ad- 
miral Cervera's fleet. Whether the 
Spanish will succeed in accomplishing 
this is still in doubt, and a doubt on 
which large results depend. 

There have been unofficial reports 
Stating that’ British colliers were 
sighted off Martinique, and also off the 
Venezuclan coast, and reports from 
London have stated that Spain took 
the precaution of buying and shipping 
large quantities of British coal before 
the declaration of war. But there hus 
been no official confirmation that these 
collicrs made a juncture with Ad- 
minal Cervera’s fleet, and the naval 
authorities are inclined to the belhef 
that the Spanish commander is dan- 
Sc rously near a coal famine. 
aIf this condition exists or is likely to 
urise in the near future, Admiral Cer- 
vera’s position will be critical, even 
though he does not meet the American 
ships. He will be much in the position 
of Commodore Dewey after being 
warned away from Hongkong, and be- 
fore his subsequent attack on Manila. 
The Spanish admiral is in the Carib- 
bean Sea, and he will be unable to get 
out of it. No less than 4000 tons of coal 
would be required to take him safely 
back to Spain or the Cape Verde Isl- 
ands. 

A prominent naval officer sald today 
that naval strategy consisted mainly 
in knowing just what the condition of 
the enemy's fleet was. It is for this 
reason that the condition of the coal 
supply on the Spanish ships is vital, 
not only on the foreshadowing of any 
aggressive tactics Admiral Cervera 
may be emboldened to adopt, but also 
in disclosing his chances of escaping 
from this side of the water, now that 
he has got here. 


COALING AT CURACOA. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
THE HAGUE, May 23.—The Gov-

Navy ‘Pepartment Doesn’t Expect 
Any News Until a Decisive Battle 
Has Taken Piace —Incident of 
Flying the Spanish Fliag. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—It was 
stated at the Navy Department today 
at the close of office hours that no dis- 
patches of any kind relating to the 
movements of the fleets or the prospect 
of an engagement had been received 
during the day, and that the only dis- 
patch received related to an inconse- 
quential prize case. 

As the ships are now at sea, there is 
no expectation of reports until a de- 
cisive engagement occurs and a dis- 
patch boat gets to a port or it is found 
Cervera has eluded our search. In the 
mean time tlHfere is a complete lack of 
official data by which to forecast the 
coming engagement. 

A report was current during the day 
that the big battleship Oregon had 
arrived at Key West, but the depart- 
ment officials would notice only by en- 
tering a general denial that word had 
been received of any important vessel 
movements or arrivals. 

Late in the day the Associated Press 
dispatchs from Madrid giving the sharp 
debate in the Cortes over the alleged 
flying of the Spanish flag by American 
warships created much comment in 
naval circles. Spain's protest to the 
powers that this use of the flag was 


“cowardly and iniquitous’ was dis- 
missed by naval officers with the state- 
ment that international law writers 


agreed on the right to-use,san enemy's 
flag for purposes of deceit, so long as 
the flag is taken down before a shot is 
fired. The United States naval regula- 
tions make specific provision on this 
point. The Navy Department recently 
issued an edition of “Snow's Naval 
Precedence,” a standard work on naval 
usage in time of peace and war. In 
this, the doctrine on the use of an 
enemey's flag is stated as follows: 

“The regulations of the United States 
navy state that the use of a foreign 
flag to deceive an enemy is permissibie, 
but that it must be hauled down before 
a gun is fired and under no circum- 
stances is an action to be commenced 
or an engegement fought without the 
display of the national ensign.” 

The foregoing rule, both by regula- 
tion and by the text book distributed 
to the navy, is a guide for all naval 
officers. Practically the same rule is 
applied to the use of an enemy's uni- 
form. 

The statement made by the Spanish 
Minister of the Interior that the sgov- 
ernment is likely to resort to privat -er- 
ing does not cause any apprehension 
among officials here. One of the high- 
est authorities of the Navy Department 
said Spain would adopt privateering if 
she felt it to be to her interest, with- 
out waiting for this country to give 
any pretext for such action. It is felt, 
however, that Great Britain, Germany 
and France will have considerable to 
say in case Spain resorts to privateer- 
ing. The commerce of these countries 
with the United States would suffer 
very severely by Spanish privateering, 
and its effect would be far more dis- 
astrous to these foreign interests than 
to the shipping of the United States. 
It was this influence of Great Britain, 
Germany and France which forced 
Spain reluctantly to forego privateer- 
ing and it is not thought probable the 
foreign influences will now consent to 
have their commerce destroyed.

KEY WEST, May 23.—The British 
steamer Ardanahor, Capt. Dana, came 
into port this morning in charge of an 
ensign of the auxiliary gunboat Osceola, 
by which vessel the Ardanahor was 
seized yesterday off Carysfoot light, be- 
cause she was acting in a suspicious 
manner and was supposed to be trying 
She was 
here several weeks ago with a cargo 
of cattle for Havana, having been 
turned back by the blockade fleet. The 
Ardanahor then, proceeding to New 
York, unloaded her cattle and cleared 
for Nassau and Mexican ports, includ- 
ing Vera Cruz. She stopped at Nassau 
on her way south and when captured 
yesterday was far out of her course, if 
bound for Vera Cruz. 

A PROMPT KICK. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NBW YORK, May 23.—The British 
steamer Ardanahor which sailed from 
Guanta, Venezuela, on April 22, bound 
for Havana, with a cargo of 873 head of 
cattle, was turned back by the blockade 


fleet and put into Key West and 
reached New York on May 4. 
She reported that when off Ma- 
tanzas on April 27, . at 8.30 


p.m., she was boarded by the United 
States cruiser Cincinnati and was 
warned that she must not enter any 
Cuban port She only lost eighteen head 
of cattle on the voyage, and her cargo 
was sold here. The Ardanahor has been 
in the cattle trade for the past six 
months. She belongs to the Ardan Line 
of steamers, registers 1338 tons, and is 
chartered by James E. Ward & Co., of 
this city, otherwise the New York and 
Cuba Mail Line Steamship Company. 
She sailed from here May 17, after hav- 
ing cleared for Nassau, N. P., and 
Mexican ports. 
At the office of James A. Ward & Co. 
it was said there was no truth in the 
allegation that the steamer Ardanahor 
was trying to run the blockade of Ha- 
vana, and surprise was expressed at 
the fact that she had been seized. It 
was added that the Ward Line people 
had never had anything to do with the 
Ardanahor until after she discharged 
her cargo of cattle at New York, when 
they chartered her. When the steamer 
left New York on’May 17, she had on 
board a general cargo, consisting prin- 
cipally of railroad iron, manufactured 
iron and lumber. She was bound for 
Nassau and Mexican ports. She left 
Nassau Sunday night of hast week and 
was bound from there for Tampico, 
Mex., and from there to Vera Cruz, re- 
turning here after touching at Progreso. 
The officials of the Ward Line say 
there has not been the slightest thought 
of attempting to enter any Cuban port, 
as could be demonstrated by the fact 
that the Ardanahor had nothing in her 
cargo suitable for a blockaded port. It 
was added that the authorities at 
Washington would be at once com- 
municated with and that a demand for 
the release of the steamer would be 
promptly made. 


SPEEDILY RELEASED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 


KBPY WEST, May 23.—At 1:15 p.m. 
the British steamer Ardanahor was re- 
leased by order of Commodore Remey. 
There is a good deal of mystery as to 
why she was seized as Caryfoot Light, 
where she was overhauled by the Os- 
ceola, is off the Florida Coast and more 
than 100 miles north of here.

SUPREME COURT. 


Decision Handed Down in : Land 
Grant Cases. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—Two pri- 
vate land-grant cases were decided in 
the United States Supreme Court to- 
day, one involving the claim of M. B. 
Hayes to the Chavez grant of 130,000 
acres of land in New Mexico and the 
other the claim of Earl B. Coe to a 
grant in Arizona. 

In both cases the decision was in 
favor of the government, the Court of 
Private Claims being affirmed in the 
New Mexico case and reversed in the 
Arizona case. 
® QUESTION OF AUTHORITY. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May  23.—Justice 
White handed down the opinion of the 
court in the New Mexico case. It 
turned upon the point as to whether 
New Mexico was a State or Territory 
of Mexico when the grant was made 
in 1825. The court held that it was a 
Territory, and that consequently the 
authorities had no authority to make 
the grant. 

The decision in the Arizona case also 
turned upon the authority of the 
granting powers to make the grant. 
In this instance the grant was made 
by the Mexican State of Sonora, in 
which the land included in the grant 
was located. In this case, the court 
held that the Sonora authorities were 
not competent to act for the republic 
of Mexico. Justice McKenna rendered 
the opinion in this case, saying: 

“The proof is ample to show that 
the national laws were not pursued, 
and besides it is conceded that at the 
time of the grant, the State of Sonora 
was in rebellion against the nation. It 
and its officers were therefore oppo- 
nents of the national authority, not its 
instrument, while declaring in the 
presence of it they could not claim to 
act for it and convey its title.” 
Justice Brewer and Justices Brown, 
Shiras and Peckham dissented from the 
decision in the Coe case, 


MINERAL QUESTIONS DECIDED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—The United 
States Supreme Court, in two instances 
today, decided the question of the right 
of the owners of a mineral vein to fol- 
low the vein outside of the territory 
covered by the surface area of location, 
the opinion being by Justice Brewer, 
The first question decided was as fol- 
lows: 

“May any of the lines of a junior 
location be laid within, upon or across 
the surface of a valid senior location 
for the purpose of defining or securing 
to such junior location underground or 
extra lateral rights not in conflict with 
any rights of the senior location?” 
This question was answered in the af- 
firmative. 

“Tf the apex of a vein crosses one 
end and one side line of a lode mining 
claim as located thereupon, can the 
locator of such avien follow up its 
dip beyond the vertical side line of his 
location?” This was also answered 
affirmatively. 

A question which was answered in 
the negative related to the side line of 
another claim, the New York.

WATER COMPANY READY TO 
SELL TO THE CITY. 


Bids to Be Invited for Municipal 
Lighting—Steps to Be Taken to 
Exterminate Scale.

A communication was received by 
the City Council yesterday from the 
attorneys of the Los Angeles City 
Water Company, in reply to the recent 
demand for an inventory of the com- 
pany’s property. The assurance was 
given that the company is ready to 
live up to the terms of its contract, and 
that it will submit to arbitration the 
question of the sum to be paid by the 
city. 

A considerable amount of routine 
business was disposed of by the Coun- 
cil yesterday. 

Later an executive session was held 
for the purpose of discussing the ad- 
visability of advertising at once for 
bids for municipal lighting. 

Although no testimony of an essen- 
tially new character was unfolded yes- 
terday in the Garcia murder trial, the 
coil of circumstantial proof was drawn 
more closely around the defendant. 
The defense, in opening, placed the 
wife of Garcia—who is also co-defend- 
ant with him—upon the stand. 

The bids were accepted yesterday by 
the Board of Supervisors for the con- 
struction of the tunnel and elevator 
at the Courthouse, and this elaborate 
piece of work may soon be expected 
to be begun. 

The somewhat sensational Church 
damage suit resulted yesterday in a 
hung jury, and the case will be reset 
for trial.

READY TO NEGOTIATE.

WATER COMPANY’S REPLY TO THE 
COUNCIL’S DEMAND. 


Willing to Live Up to the Terms 
of the Contract—Delinquent Oil 
Men—City Will Advertise at Once 
for Bids for Municipal Lighting. 


The most important matter consid- 
ered yesterday by the City Council was 
the reply of the Los Angeles City 
Water Company by its attorneys, to 
the city’s demand for a detailed state- 
ment of the company’s properties. The 
communication, which was a long one, 
Was addressed to the City Attorney, 
and was read by him to the Council. 

The company professes to be ready 
to enter into negotiations for the trans- 
fer of its properties to the city, but 
Suggests some difficulties and some 
obstacles in the way of an exact com- 
pliance with the Council’s demand. 
The letter, which was addressed to City 
Attorney W. E. Dunn, was as follows: 

WATER COMPANY’S POSITION. 

“Dear sir: Yours of the 12th inst., ad- 
dressed to the Los Angeles City Water 
Company, and accompanied by the res- 
olution of the Council, passed on May 
9, was placed in our hands five or six 


days ago, for the purpose of making a 
reply thereto. 


“We have given it all the attention 
that has been possible since that time 
under the circumstances—two of the at- 
torneys being absent, and the other en- 
gaged in the trial of a case every day. 
It has required consultations with the 
civil engineers, and the members of 
the board of directors to enable us to 
ascertain exactly what we can do with 
reference to this request. 

““‘We note what you say in your letter 
that the Council of the city ‘is not seek- 
ing the information here requested wit 
a view to purchasing any of the prop- 
erties of either your company or the 
Crystal Springs Land and Water Com- 
pany, but to ascertain what improve- 
ments are to be taken over by the city 
and paid for under the conditions of the 
contract mentioned in said resolution.’ 

“We confess that this puzzles us a 
little, for we do not know why we are 
requested to take so much trouble, and 
to undertake such a labor as the reso. 
lution will require of us, if it be not 
with a view to reaching a settlement of 
our affairs. We refer to this clause for 
the purpose of saying that if under- 
neath it there is a meaning that is 
not clearly expressed, our reply is not 
to be taken as in any way consenting 
to such meaning. We are too anxious 
to sell to be hypercritical concerning the 
terms in which the transaction may he 
expressed. If we can succeed in mak- 
ing the sale to the city, we shall be 
quite content to call it by any name 
that may seem most pleasant. And 
with a view to reaching a sale, will say 
in reply to the resolution of the Council, 
that if all of its terms are insisted 
upon, we shall do our utmost to comply 
with it, and to furnish all the informa- 
tion asked. There are some portions of 
it, however, which we are informed 
could not be complied with literally. 
Thus, while a record appears to have 
been kept of all the improvements and 
all the pipes laid for the past seven or 
eight years, yet prior to that time, the 
record was not kept with such accuracy 
as to enable us to give the precise date 
at which each particular pipe was laid. 
A detailed account, made out in ac- 
cordance with this request, contained in 
the resolution referred to, we do not 
believe could be made in less than 250 
pages of typewritten record. The mere 
clerical labor of dictating and produc- 
ing it, would require eight or ten days, 
and besides that, it will require very 
much more than mere clerical labor to 
make it up. The title of the various 
companies to the properties which they 
claim is contained in sixteen volumes 
of abstracts. In view of the probability 
of a contingency occurring that would 
make it necessary, we have just had 
those abstracts continued down to a 
fate only three or four days past, and 
they have been out of the searcher’s 

ce about three days. The descrip- 
a lie scattered through these vol- 
umes, and it will require some little 
time to get them together. We fear 
that it would require three weeks, or 
even more, to get out a report that 
would conform exactly to this request; 
and in view of the fact that no great 
fieal of time is before us until the 22d 
or 234 of July will arrive, and of the 
fact also that it seems to us that there 
could be a briefer statement of the 
matters made, we would respectfully 


present to you partial report at this” 
moment, with a view more largely to, 
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desired, in a shorter time than it would 
be possible to give a full and particular 
‘reply to this request. And we desire 
also to put before the Council, through 
you, our ideas of the course to be pur- 
sued to end this mattereas soon 4&5 
possible. 

“We will now give you an answer to 
this resolution, so far as we can at this 
time, and will at the earliest possible 
moment prepare a more detailed ac- 
count, and if some of the suggestions 
which we shall here make will be sat- 
is factory to the Council, we think that 
we can complete the report in one-half 
the time that would be necessary to 
answer completely this resolution, as 
we understand its purport. 

“We will deal first. with _the 
erties of the Los Angeles City 
Company. 

WATER COMPANY'S PROPERTIES. 

“We claim that that company Owns 
the pipes lying within the limits of the 
city, laid by it under the contract or 
purchased from other companies, SeV- 
eral reservoirs and certain lands. e 
can present a detailed description of 
these lands, reservoir cites and title 
under which they are claimed, within 
a week. We say generally here, that 
we claim, first, the leases and fran- 
chises granted by the city in the agree- 
ment bearing date of 20th of July, 1868, 
approved the 22d, and acknowledged on 
that day, and we claim the pipes, reser- 
voirs, etc., constructed under that con- 
tract. Second, we claim the properties 
formerly belonging to the Citizens 
Water Company, and we claim them 
under the following title: The fran- 
chise granted by the contract between 
the city and P. Beaudry of date the 
17th of October, 1872, made under an 
ordinance approved October 25, 1872. 


PRESENT COMPANY'S PREDE- 
CESSOR. 

“This franchise and the works con- 
structed in pursuance thereof by P. 
Beaudry, passed to the Citizens’ Water 
Company, a corporation organized un- 
der the laws of the State of California. 
That company issued bonds which were 
secured by a mortgage upon its prop- 
erties. That mortgage was foreclosed 
in the Superior Court of the county of 
Los Angeles in an action brought by 
James C. Kays, as trustee, against the 
Citizen’s Water Company, and others, 
and under a decrease of foreclosure 
the property was sold by the Sheriff of 
Los Angeles county, and purchased by 
the Los Angeles City Water Company, 
and a deed therefor was executed to 
that company by the Sheriff on the 29th 
day of November, 1893, which deed is 
recorded in book 903, page 201 of deeds 
of the records of Los Angeles county, 
by reference to which a description of 
the lands conveyed to the Los Angeles 
City Water Company will be found. 
But the pipes, pumpinjs plant, etc., are 
described in that deed only by a gen- 
eral description, namely, ‘all pumps, 
boilers, reservoirs, pipes and pipe 
lines, and all other works and acque- 
ducts of whatever kind and descrip- 
tion, now used by the Citizen’s Water 
Company.’ With respect to the lands, 
we understand that this description 
will bé sufficient to comply with the 
Council’s request. It is said on page 
2 of the resolution: ‘Now, therefore, 
be it resolved, that the successors in in- 
terest of the said Griffin, Beaudry and 
Lazard, be, and they are hereby, re- 
quested to furnish, as soon as practica- 
ble, to this Council, a full and complete 
itemized list or inventory, with a par- 
ticular description (without reference 
to said schedule or other paper on file 
with the clerk, but where descriptions 
are contained in recorded deeds, the 
Same may be referred to for descrip- 
tion, and maps may be furnished to 
show the location and size of the pipe 
lines.’) 

“But now we present to you one of 
the difficulties which this resolution 
presents. The second paragraph cf 
the resolution demands the location, 
from one terminus to the other, with 
the names of the streets wherein the 
same are laid, of all pipes, mains, other 
than pipes conducting water to reser- 
voirs, forming part of said water- 
works, with the size and character 
thereof, and the date when laid: and 
where the same were not originally 
laid by the successors in interest of 
the said Griffin, Beaudry and Lazard, 
then also the name of the person or 
corporation by whom such pipe lines 
were constructed, the authority or 
right by which such construction was 
done, and the manner in which such 
successors acquired such pipe lines. 
EXACT COMPLIANCE IMPOSSIBLE. 

“With reference to this Citizens’ Wa- 
ter Company plant, we have above an- 
swered the greater portion of this sec- 
ond paragraph, but Beaudry, when he 
originally constructed the works which 
were built by him, pumped the water 
from the river bottom lands, in the 
city, near the San Fernando Depot of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, and this pumping plant was 
used for a while after the property 
passed to the Citizens’ Water Com- 
pany. Then the Citizens’ Water Com- 
pany made a contract with the city 
by which it obtained water from the 
old canal and reservoir or the woolen 
mill ditch, from which sources, it con- 
tinued to supply that portion of the 
inhabitants of the city with water, 
until the sale of the property to che 
Los Angeles City Water Company. 
After that company purchased it, it 
immediately proceeded to reconstruct 
a large portion of the works, lay new 
pipes of larger dimensions in many 
places, and as soon as the system was 
in proper condition, connected that sys- 
tem with the old system, and there- 
after ceased to obtain water from this 
old woolen mill ditch, the waters of 
which had given great dissatisfaction 
to the consumers, and ever since such 
connection was made, it has been sup- 
plying the water from these conduits. 
Now, to give to the Council a detailed 
account of who laid these pipes, and 
when, would be, if not absolutely im- 
possible, a work that would require a 
length of time out of all proportion to 
the value of the information when ob- 
tained. There are probably some por- 
tions of the pipes in that system that 
were laid by Prudent Beaudry, and 
still in use, but just when they were 
laid by him, it is not possible to deter- 
mine. There are considerable portions 
of pipes laid by the Citizens’ Water 
Company that are still used, but to se- 
gregate each particular part, and say 
when each was laid, would be diffi- 
cult, and probably impossible; that is 
to say. the Los Angeles City Water 
Company probably could never ascer- 
tain just when that portion of the pine 
line laid by the Citizens’ Water Com- 
pany was putin. After itself obtained 
the system, it could probably give a 
fairly accurate account of what new 
pipes it had laid, where it has larger 
conduits in the same lines than had 
formerly been used, etc., but further 
than that, it probably could not go 
at all. . 

“The reservoir sites we can give a de- 
tailed description of, and of the reser- 
voirs used in conenction therewith, and 
that we are preparing, and can have 
ready in a few days. . 

MUST BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT. 

“The ground upon which we claim 
that the Citizens’ Water Company’s 
plant, as remodeled and perfected by 
the Los Angeles Water Company, 
should be taken into account as com- 
ing under the contract aforesaid, is 
this: As we have already intimated, 
great dissatisfaction has arisen among 
the consumers of the water from that 
system, both as to the quality and 
quantity. The Citizens” Water Com- 
pany was pecuniarily embarrassed, and 
ihe foreclosure proceedings were had 
and the property sold as above stated.

for that purpose, and they did so, and 
we do not think the substance of the 
contract between the city and the Los 
Angeles City Water Company makes 
any distinction between the different 
modes of obtaining pipes, reservoirs, 
etc.; that is to say, that the purchase 
of the pipes laid, so far as they will 
answer the purpose, does not put those 
pipes in any different catagory under 
the contract than that which they 
would occupy if they had been laid by 
the company itself. As the city has 
progressed, it has become necessary 
to obtain new reservoir sites and to 
construct new reservoirs, but we do 
not understand that the purchase of 
those reservoirs and reservoir sites at 
different times and from. different per- 
sons, makes any difference tn the right 
to have them valued and transferred to 
the city under the contract. 
OTHER PROPERTY OF THE COM- 
PANY. 
“In addition to these, the Los Ange- 


les City Water Company owns other 
properties. 


“Third—The Crystal Springs Land 
and Water Company acquired water- 
rights in the Arroyo Seco, water pipes 
and rights of development upon large 
tracts of land in that section, and near 
the town of Garvanza. All that por- 
tion of the pipe system thus acquired 
that lay within the limits of the city 
of Los Angeles, as they were at the 
time the transaction was had, was con- 
veyed by the Crystal Springs Land and 
Water Company to}the Los Angeles 
City Water Compahy. The franchises 
in this city that Were purchased from 
Rogers by the Crystal Springs Land 
and Water Company were the same re- 
ferred to in the ordinance of the city 
approved June 22, 1886, published in the 
— and resolutions of 1887, page 

iv. 

“In addition to these, certain fran- 
chises were granted to the East Side 
Spring Water Company by an ordi- 
nance approved May 19, 1887, published 
in the same volume, page 165-7. ™'nder 
that ordinance the Bast Side Spring 
Water Company obtained certain lands 
and water-rights, and established a 
pumping station in the Los Angeles 
River bottom, laid pipes, constructed 
a reservoir and used the same for fur- 
nishing a considerable portion of the 
people of Boyle Heights and Brooklyn 
Heights with water. The stock of this 
company is now owned by the Los An- 
geles Water Company, and the East 
Side Spring Water Company is con- 
trolled by it. 

“This stock was not all purchased 
at once, but some of the stock was 
purchased at a time when the purchase 
of the entire plant had scarce been 
contemplated. Afterward the remain- 
der of the stock was taken up from 
time to time, but no transfer of the 
property was made to the Los An- 
geles City Water Company during that 
time, because, until they held all tne 
stock. such a transfer would have been 
legally objectionable. There were also 
some bonds of that company outstand- 
ing, and these also were all taken up, 
eo that the entire bonded indebtedness 
of the East Side Spring Water Com-. 
pany was extinguished, and all of the 
stock now belongs to the Los Angeles 
City Water Company. 

“After the purchase of the _ stock 
by the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany, that is, after all of the stock 
had been acquired, the Los Angeles 
City Water Company has made use of 
that system, and at times supplying 
from their own sources on the western 
side of the river. They have also ob- 
tained the water from the East Side 
Springs, and from the Arroyo Seco, 
and conducted the same to the East 
Side Spring Water Company’s reser- 
voir, and used that water while there 
was a sufficient quantity of it, for sup- 
plying that section of the country with 
water. It has also kept in condition 
the pumping plant on the East Side 
Spring, and used it whenever the 
necessities required it, and have kept 
it in condition for use at all times. 


CONSTITUTE ONE SYSTEM. 


“These properties we think should be 
included in the purchase by the city. 
They constitute one system. They 
differ in nothing, except there is in 
part a supply of water to the East Side 
system from sources that do not enter 
into the general system, but with that 
exception, there is no difference. 

“We will furnish you at the earliest 
practicable moment, with a particular 
description of the lands owned by the 
East Side Spring Water Company, the 
reservoir site and the dimensions 
thereof, and the capacity of the reser- 
voir. We are also having made up, a 
particular description of all the reser- 
voirs, and the title upon which the 
right of the Los Angeles City Water 
Company depends, and the capacity 
of the different reservoirs. This we 
can also furnish in a short time. 

“But now again, with reference to 
the East Side Spring Water Company’s 
properties. It will doubtless be remem- 
bered by you that that company was 
entirely independent, constructing and 
operating its own system, and keeping 
its own accounts, so it would probably 
be impossible for the Los Angeles City 
Water Company to give you an exact 
list of the dates upon which all the 
pipes that were laid by that company 
were laid. Since they have acquired 
it, they have adapted that system to 
their own, and can give you, doubtless 
the exact time when = any additions 
were made to the system thet were 
made by themselves. But the work of 
ascertaining when the various pipes 
were laid by the East Side company 
would be a tedious task, and for aught 
that we know now, never could be 
— with any degree of satisfac- 

on. 

THE COMPANY’S PROPOSITION. 


“Now, one of the suggestions which 
we would make is‘this: If the Los An- 
geles City Water Company constructs a 
map showing the entire pipe system 
claimed by it, whether through the 
holding of stock in the East Side Com- 
pany, or directly vested in it, and ac- 
company this map with a statement of 
the size of the pipes, and an approxi- 
mate statement of the times when they 
were laid, so far as the company can 
ascertain them. Would not that be suf- 
ficient for all that relates to the pipes? 
If so, it will very materially abridge 
the labor of preparing this report, for 


an examination of the books of the 


company for years past would be 
necessary to fit exactly the time at 
which the different pipes were laid. 
The company has been repairing and 
altering its pipes, taking up one kind 
and laying pipes of larger capacity, al- 
most continually. And new adjustments 
are needed at this very moment, in 
order to meet the necessities of the 
people. It must be obvious that keep- 
ing track of these things and the writ- 
ings of a detailed historic account of 
them is a very considerable task. 
RIGHTS-OF-WAY. 

“These have come by a large num- 
ber of conveyances, the writing out of 
descriptions of which will itself be 
quite a task. It can be done, of course, 
but if this map of the pipe system be 
constructed, it will itself show all, or 
nearly all, of the rights-of-way which 
the Los Angeles City Water Company 
claims, and will show all the rights- 
of-way which they are exercising. 

‘The fourth paragraph of the reso- 
lution asks for a description of the lo- 
cation of all the ditches, flumes, pipe 
lines, tunnels, etc., by which water is 
conveyed to said reservoirs, and the 
character, length and size thereof, to- 
gether with the dates of construction, 


etc. 

“This also will be difficult to accom- 
plish in any more satisfactory mode 
than by the map of which we have 
spoken. For in deeds of 
the rights-of-way and pipe lines, 
which the Los Angeles City ‘Water ; 


reservoir, constructed by the Los An- 
geles City Water Company itself, in 
part, at least, and the remainder was 
constructed by Rogers—those deeds de- 
scribe them only generally as ‘All the 
pipe lines,’ etc. It might be necessary 
to make surveys in order to get an ac- 


curate description in writing of the 

property. 

THE CRYSTAL SPRINGS COM- 
PANY. 


“The Crystal Springs Land and Wa- 
ter Company has constructed certain 
underground pipe lines in the Los 
Felis and San Raphae! ranches. lt 
has constructed a conduit about four 
feet in diameter, a distance of several 
miles to the Buena Vista-street reser- 
voir. Some three or four, miles above 
that reservoir, it has constructed an- 
other conduit about four feet in diam- 
eter leading out to the western part 
of the city to the company’s reservoir 
on lot 1, of block 33, Hancock's sur- 
vey, in the Canal and Reservoir tract. 
This reservoir site covers about eight 
acres of land. From that reservoir the 
pipe is continued on westerly to th» 
western limit of the city, and is ¢x- 
tended down to Hoover street—the 
pipe from the reservoir, however, be- 
ing of a smaller capacity down to 
Seventh street. At the time it was 
constructed it was, with the exception 
of a small portion of it, outside the 
city limits. These limits have been 
extended westerly until the pipe is 10Ww 
for a considerable distance within the 
city limits. We will have a map of 
that conduit constructed, and will give 
its dimensions and a description of its 
course. In the trial of the suit vre- 
cently heard in Department Three of 
the Superior Court of this county, the 
city itself had constructed a map of 
the rights-of-way for development, and 
of the lands owned by the Crystal 
Springs Land and Water Company in 
the San Raphael and Ios Felis Ran- 
chos, and also of its underground pipe 
line to the gatehouse. This map was 
accepted by both parties as substan- 
tially correct. We think that by ref- 
erence to that map, or by making a 
copy of it, the locations of the 
properties of the Crystal Springs Land 
and Water Company in the territory 
covered by that map, will enable the 
Council to fully understand the loca- 
tion wf the property thereon. 

“The Crystal Springs Land and Wa- 
ter Company own rights of develop- 
ment in a large tract of country in the 
Arroyo Seco, near Garvanza; and also 
certain water rights, a more detailed 
description of which we are prepar- 
ing, and will submit to the Council as 
soon as possible. 

“A portion of Roger's system, that 
which related to the furnishing of the 
people of Ganvanza with water, was 
conveyed away by the Crystal Springs 
Land and Water Company, and that 
portion of the system which was lo- 
cated within the then limits of the 
city, was conveyed to the Los Angeles 
Cfty Water Company. The remainder, 
the water rights in the Arroyo Seco 
and the pipe lines to the former limits, 
and the rights of development, belong, 
to the Crystal Springs Land and Water 
Company. And of these, we say, we 
will have a more particular and com- 
plete description ready within a short 
time to present to the Council with 
the report which we are intending to 
present following this. 

READY TO REPORT AT ONCE. 

“These propertfes claimed by the 
Crystal Springs Land and Water Com- 
pany, including the developed water, 
we do not claim are included within 
the property which the city of Los An- 
geles is to purchase, and pay for un- 
der the contract of July 22, 1868. 

“If the plan above outlined will be 
satisfactory to the City Council, and 
we can be apptised of that fact 
promptly, we can probably have the 
entire report ready to be delivered to 
the Council on May 30, or the 3lst, 
(as the Council will probably not meet 
Monday, the 30th.) If, however, we 
have to make up such a statement 
as the resolution of the Council seems 
to require, we cannot do it for a con- 
siderable length of time. 

“We would suggest still further that 
if the plan here proposed is satisfac- 
tory, when the report comes in, if 
there is still anything else that the 
Council would desire, that we can fur- 
nish, we would do so as promptly 
after notification of it, as possible, 


SOME SUGGESTIONS. 

“Before concluding this, we ask leave 
to submit to the Council our own 
thoughts concerning this matter. We 
have kept before the Council all the 
time the fact that without regard to 
what is or is not included in the con- 
tract of July 22, 1868, we are ready 
and willing to sell the whole property 
of all the companies to the city. We 
have aot that if the city intends 
to carry out its plan of municipal own- 
ership of the water system, that the 
whole property of all the companies 
will be available to the city, no matter 
what plans it may have in view. If 
the city ultimately acquires the lands 
above the Crystai Springs tract, and 
constructs its headworks, we believe 
that it is known to all that it will not 
obtain all the water moving in that 
section of the country, which we have 
designated as the San Fernando Basin. 
If the estimates made by the engineers 
on behalf of the city in the various 
trials which we heave had _ should 
prove correct, the city will not obtain 
at that point a sufficient supply of 
water to meet the demands existing, 
even at this moment. If the estimates 
made by the engineers of the adver- 
saries of the city are correct, the sup- 
ply still would not be much in excess 
of the wants of the city at this time. 
The developments made by the Crystal 
Springs Land and Water Company, 
and its conduits and system generally, 
would be needed by the city, and could 
be utilized from the very begining, 
and at all times. While the city was 
constructing waterworks at some 
place above the Crystal Springs tract, 
it could still have a complete system 
in operation for the use of the munici- 
pality. The Arroyo Seco works and 
water rights themselves, possess con- 
siderable value. It is true that in the 
summer season of most years since 
the Crystal Springs Land and Water 
Company has owned it, the supply has 
been very small, but during the spring 
months in every year, it is adequate 
to supply the East Side, and with the 
construction of reservoirs of still 
greater capacity, it could ordinarily be 
depended upon for considerable assist- 
ance in supplying the inhabitants of the 
city with water. The rights of de- 
velopment have a value—just how 
great, doubtless, cannot be determined 
with certainty, but it extends through 
about seventeen hundred acres of land. 
These properties, taken altogether, are, 
of course, of greater value to anybody, 
than the various parts would be sep- 
arated one from another, und we think 
would be of greater value to the city 
of Los Angeles, if it finally decides 


upon ite. al ownership, than it 


would be to a odyelse. And we 
recognize the that the Crystal 
Springs Land and Water Company 
property, separated from the Los An- 
geles City Water Company’s system, 
would be of less value to the Crystal 
Springs Land and Water Company 
than it would be in connection with 
that system. 


MUST AGREE ON A PRICE. 

“We would suggest, finally, that we 
shouki make an effort to agree upon a 
price to be paid for whatever of this 
property the city chooses to take, 
whether it be that which is included 
in the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany’s contract, or the whole. If we 
carr ies, 


“agree upon a price, the compan 
or either of them, will enter into a | 


| 


‘The Constitution, adopted in 1879, 
provides that no county, city, etc., shall 
incur any indebtedness or Habiltty, in 
any manner, or for any purpose, exX- 
ceeding in any year the income and 
revenue provided for it im such yeat, 
without the assent of two-thirds of the 
qualified electors thereof, voting at an 
election to be held for that purpose, 
and at the time of incurring such ir- 
debtedness, provision shall be made for 
the collection annually of taxes suffi- 
cient to pay the interest on such in- 
debtedness as it falls due, and also 
provision must be made for a sinking 
fund for the payment of the principal 
thereof within twenty years trom the 
time of contracting the same. Any la- 
bility or indebtedness incurred contrary 
to this provision shall be void. The 
twenty years has since been changed 
to forty years, but the provisions in 
other respects remain the same. But 
now, any value that anybody has so 
far thought of will require more money 
to pay than the current revenues of 
the year. No contract, therefore, which 
the city may make, and no arbitra- 
tion that it may enter into will. be 
binding upon the city. It cannot incur 
a liability beyond the current revenues, 
and it will be necessary to submit to 
the electors of the city the question of 
whether bonds shall be issued for the 
payment thereof. There is no power 
that we know of by which the electors 
can be controlled in their votes. Hence, 
if the price does not sult them, or the 
decision of the arbitrators is not agree- 
able, they can simply refuse to vote it. 
It is manifestly unfair to ask the water 
company to sign grticles of arbitration, 
agreeing itself to be bound by the de- 
termination, when it knows that the 
city will not be bound. The time, as 
we have before noticed, is getting 
short, and so far as we are advised, 
any scheme which the city has in view 
of municipal ownership will require a 
vastly greater sum of money than it 
will to buy our entire plant at the val- 
uationthat we ourselves would fix upon 
it, and be willing to take. We think, 
therefore, that while we are preparing 
this statement and report concerning 
our properties and title, it would be 
proper for the city to be looking to the 
question of taking steps toward pro- 
viding for the payment. And this is 
particularly necessary in view of the 
fact that the Legislature of California 
at its last session passed an act which 
has thrown such great doubt upon the 
right to issue these bonds at all, that 
some difficulty might be had in selling 
them. The act for the refunding of 
indebtedness of cities, approved March 
9, 1897, found in the Statutes of 1897, 
page 75, does, in its fourth section, ex- 
plicitly repeal chapter 48 of the statute 
of 1293. That statute there referred to 
is the only one which provides for a 
tax to meet the requirements of the 
Constitution in regard to a bond issue. 
We are pretty well satisfied ourselves 
that that repealing clause was a mis- 
take, and that it really intended chap- 
ter 47, but it might become necessry to 
have some judicial construction of it, 
before the bonds could be disposed of. 

“We say, finally, that we are pre- 
pared to go into these matters fully; 


we will furnish you with all the infor- 


mation and data that is within our 
reach, and agree with you on a price 
when you are ready to make the pay- 
ment or meet the award of arbitrators; 
that we will, if we cannot agree upon 


a price, arbitrate the matter with you. 


in the manner provided by the con- 
tract: that, if the city desires, we will 
sell the whole property of all the com- 
panies, if we can agree upon a price. 

“We would like to be informed of 
whether the above plan will be suffi- 
cient to meet the resolution to the sat- 
isfaction of the Council as soon as 
practicable. A very considerable part 
of the work we can carry forward any- 
how, but there are some portions of it 
that would require a different system 
of labor, if our plan proposed here 
is unsatisfactory, from the, labor neces- 
sary if this — should _ accepted.

READY TO KEEP THE CONTRACT. 

Mr. Dunn, after reading the forego- 
ing communication, addressed the 
Council briefly, saying: “The water 
company appears ready to meet the 
terms of its contract squarely. I 
should recommend that the letter be 
referred to the Water Supply Commit- 
tee, so that the Council can act upon 
the matter at its next session.” 

On motion by Councilman Mathuss, 
the communication was referred to the 
Water Supply Committee and the City 
Attorney jointly. 

DELINQUENT OIL MEN. 

The Oil Inspector reported that twelve 
oil producers and agents to whom spe- 
cial privileges had been granted, had 
suspended wires over streets for the 
purpose of pumping oil wells, but such 
wires are not suspended and main- 
tained in accordance with the ordi- 
nances regulating their erection and 
the terms of the special privileges 
granted. 

This report was referred to the spe- 
cial Oil Committee. On recommenda- 
tion of the Oil Inspector the petition 
of the Crown Oil Company was granted, 
the company being given permission 
to run six cables across the alley in 
the block bounded by Ohio, West State, 
Tolucca and Court streets; also the 
petition from C. Hansen, for permis- 
sion to run one cable across Pear! 
street between New Depot and College 
streets, for the purpose of pumping one 
oil well, was granted. The petition of 
L. Sewarzendahl, asking for one cable 
crossing West State street, between 
Lake Shore and Belmont avenues, ‘or 
the purpose. of pumping one well, was 
granted, but his request to suspend a 
cable across Yale street, near the cor- 
ner of Bernard, was denied. 

MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 

The usual routine business was 
transacted at the morning session. The 
reports of the Finance Committee and 
of the Board of Public Works, hereto- 
fore published, were read and ap- 
proved. 

On motion by President Silver, the 
City Engineer was instructed to define 
the lines of Sepulveda street from Be- 
renda to Guadalupe street. 


HEARING OF PROTESTS. 


Dissatisfied Property-owners Before 
the Council. 


The afternoon session was largely oc- 
cupied with the hearing of protests by 
property-owners. The protest against 
the sewering of San Fernando street 
between Bellevue avenue and Alpine 
street was the first one called up, but 
upon recommendation of the Sewer 
Committee, the hearing was postponed 
four weeks, and the Health Officer jwas 
instructed to notify the owners of build- 
ings not connected with sewers to im- 
mediately make such connection, either 
upon Castelar or Main streets. In 
the event such connections are not 
made at the time of the postponed 
hearing of the protest, the committee 
recommended that a sewer be con- 
structed upon San Fernando street, in 
such a manner as to provide for the 
sewering of such places as are not 
connected, without entailing hardship 
upon those already connected. 

The hearing of the protest against 
the sewering of Broadway, from Third 
to Seventh street, was postponed to 
the next regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil. 

The appeal from the decision of the 
Street Superintendent in accepting the 
improvements on Thirty-second street 
from Main street to Maple avenue, 
provoked considerable discussion. S«v- 


eral of the protestants were on hand to 


present their objections, The Council 


City Attorney and passed, as follows: 

“An ordinance granting Summers & 
Stratton the right to 
across North Figueroa street, between 
College and New Depot streets: an or- 
dinance abandoning Violet atreet, Al- 
Vira street and Dundee avenue, in 
accordance with petition from Mrs. 
J. Turner; an ordinance for the open- 
ing and extending of Park Grove ave- 
nue from Twenty-first street to Twenty- 
third street: an ordinance for the 
opening of Park Grove avenue in the 
St. James Park, from Twenty-third 
street to the north line of said park; 
an ordinance for the opening of Pecan 
street. from the north line of Cum- 
mings’s First-street tract to the south- 
erly line of the Leonis tract: an ordli- 
nance for the opening of Giess street 
from the northerly line of Cumminges’s 
First-street tract, to the proposed street 
opening of Pecan street, as provided 
for in the foregoing ordinance: an ordi- 
nance for the opening of Clarence street 
from the northerly line of H. J. Wool- 
acot’s First-street tract to the south- 
erly line of the Leonis tract; an ordl- 
nance for the opening of Utah street 
from the northerly line of H. J. Wool- 
acott’s First-street tract to the south- 
erly line of the Leonis tract.” 


TO EXTERMINATE SCALE. 


At the request of the. Horticultural 
Commission and of the health depart- 
ment, the City Attorney also presented 
an ordinance regulating and providing 
for the abatement and removal of 
fruits and trees infected with scale or 
other injurious insects. Horticultural 
Inspector Fairbanks addressed the 
Council, urging the importance and nec- 
essity of adopting the ordinance at 
once. He said that there were in the 
city many fruit trees that had long 
been neglected, and had become simply 


sect pests. These trees were a menace 
to all the fruit grawn in the city. The 
ordinance submitted would check the 
spread of these pests and it would be 
inforced by the Horticultural Commis- 
sioners without expense to the city. 

Some discussion ensued, a minority of 
the Council supporting the inspector's 
request that the ordinance be passed 
at once, without the usual reference. 
To this the objection was made that 
the measure should first be approved 
by the Health Board before being 
passed. This view prevailed and the or- 
dinance was referred. 


CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT. 

Final ordinances, prepared by the 
City Engineer, were adopted as follows: 
Changing and establishing the grade of 
Loomis street from Orange street t 
Sixth street; establishing the grade of 
Thirty-seventh street from Vermont 
avenue to Kansas avenue; establishing 
the grade of Twenty-ninth street from 
Vermont avenue to Budlong avenue; 
establishing the grade of Wilshire 
boulevard from Benton boulevard to 


Hoover street. 

Ordinances of intention were also 
adopted to improve Carolina street 
from Fourth street to Palmetto street; 
to lay a cement walk four feet wide 
on the north side of Twenty-third street 
from Maple avenue to Santee street, 
to lay a cement walk eight feet wide on 
the east side of Hope street from Pico 
street to Eighteenth street; to grade 
Olive street from First street to a point 
257.80 feet north of the north line of 
Second street... 

An ordinance changing the name of 
Don Pio street to Dewey avenue, was 
presented and adopted. 

The City Pngineer also reported as 
follows: 

“Information has been received by 
this department that, owing to the fact 
that the lines of Griffith Park along the 
river are practically obscured, owing to 
the growth of wijlows, underbrush, etc., 
and in consequence parties are cutting 
timber and otherwise trespassing on 
the park, I respectfuly request that 
your honorable body authorize me to 
define said lines by placing permanent 
monuments of cast iron. The cost of 
said work, including monuments, will 
be $200." The recommendation was re- 
ferred to committee. 

OBJECTS TO DEAD ANIMALS. 

An Eighth Ward resident, Ballerino, 
appeared before the Council to register 
an emphatic kick against the condition 
of Nigger alley. He said he was run- 
ning a restaurant in that neighborhood 
and had been seriously annoyed by the 
aggregation of dead cats, dogs, and 
other animals which had been thrown 
into the alley and allowed to remain 
there. He declared that he had been 
trying in vain to get the authorities 
to take action. 

The matter was referred to the Coun- 
cilman from the Eighth Ward, as a 
committee of one to investigate. 

MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 

The Land Committee recommended 
the abandonment of a narrow strip on 
Georgia street, between Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth streets. The report was 
adopted. 

A report from the Oil Inspector 
recommending that the Off Crude Oil 
Company be granted a permit for four 
wire cables across Arnold street, be- 
tween Union and Western avenue, was 
referred to the special Oil Committee. 

The Los Angeles Electric Company 
presented a map of its proposed system 
of underground electric conduits. It had 
| been approved by the City Engineer 
and similar action was taken by the 
| Council. 


CITY LIGHTING, 


Bids for the Next Contract to Be In- 
vited at Once. 

As soon as the Council adjourned 
all the members repaired to the com- 
mittee-room, where an executive ses- 
sion was held. The subject of discus- 
sion was the expediency of advertising 
at once for bids for lighting the city 
for one year from the expiration of the 
present contract, six months hence. 

The reasons for such early action 
are several. It will open the way for 
competition, giving ample time to the 


It will also enable the Council to let 


tionment of funds, and the appropria- 
tion for lighting will then be exactly 
what the contract requires. Further- 
more it has been suggested that the 
city should own the lighting poles and 
wires, merely hiring the lamps and 
light. This plan would insure a great 
saving in the cost of municipal light- 
ing. To carry out the idea a bond is- 
sue would be necessary, and this may 
come up for consideration in the near 
future. 

The Gas and Light Committee will 
meet again today.

PETE GARCIA ON TRIAL FOR A 
SORDID CRIME.

Telltale Bloodstains not Explained 
Awnay—Garcina’s Admissions toa 


Marshal Dexter—Defense iInsiete 
tTpon Calling Character 
nesses, 


The further hearing in the trial of 
Pete Garecla, charged with the murder 
{ Charles Collins, was continued in 
Department One yesterday before Judge 
Smith and a jury. In the forenoon the 
most important witness put forward by 
the prosecution was George B. Descter, 
who was City Marshal at the time the 
crime was committed and is now post- 
master at Santa Monica. He stated 
that the defendant explained the killing 
of Collins by saying that the old WO- 
man (his wife) said she was going out 
to get the old man’s money. She did go 
out, and in a few moments returned 
vith an ax all covered with blood if 
one hand and Collins's watch and § 
twenty-dollar gold piece in the other, 
‘he asked Pete to help bury the body, 
and he took a shovel and went outside, 
but when he saw the body he returned 
into the house and repeated to his wife 
what he had said before, that he didn’t 
want to be mixed up in the business. 
She told him that if one was hanged 
the other would be, and tried to pefe 
suade him into assisting. 

Witness stated that Garcia explained 
the stains of blood on his clothing a 
saying that he took the bloody ax a 
in so dotng got his hands covered with 
the blood, so he wiped them on his coat, 

Dr. Place, who made the autopsy on 
the body of the murdered man, testified 
regarding the wounds that caused death 
and also negatived the contention re-= 
garding the blood stains on the quilt, 
the cheese cloth and Marte Garcia’s 
skirt that they resulted from ordinary 
causes. | 

About 4 o'clock the prosecution rested 
its case, and the defense moved the 
court to instruct the jury to acquit the 
defendant for purely technical reasons. 
The motion was denied, and the first 
witness put upon th stand was Marie 
Garcia, the wife of the defendant. She 
was very nervous and sat uneagily 
her seat, while her features contraéted 
perceptibly when the blood-stained 
quilt and garments were submitted for 
her inspection, She reiterated what she 
stated at the examination, that the 
stains were there in a perfectly natural 
way in February last. That was all 
that she was asked to testify to, and 
after, on cross-examination, acknowle 
edging that she was a co-defendant 
with her husband on the capital 
charge, she was allowed to retire. 

The defense next called for Mrs. Are 
cadia Baker, but there was no answer. 
Counsel wanted Mrs. Baker, for she 
was the godmother of the defendant, 
and had been his financial adviser and 
friend since he was a baby. In such 
case she could speak to his character, 
and they were urgent that she be 
btought into court. Mr. McComas ob- 
jected to any delay and was willing to 
concede that Mrs. Baker would testify 
just as the: defense said in favor of 
the defendant. That didn’t satisfy de- 
fending counsel, however, for he 
claimed they were entitled to have their 
witnesses in court. Judge Smith 
wouldn’t have it, though, and the ex- 
amination of other witnesses pro- 
ceeded. 


The further hearing will be continued 
today. 


MORE BEWIND IT. 


F. Botiller Repented of His Gener« 
osity and Now Has to Auswer. 


Mrs. Elena B. de Botiller has insti- 
tuted suit against her husband, Felipe 
Botiller, residing at No. 822 Maple ave- 
nue, to quiet title to certain real estate, 
but behind the formal action to quiet 
title lies a story of marital infelicity. 

The wife contends that in October, 
1892, her husband deeded to her as « 
gift, thirteen lots in the resubdivision 
of ‘the Widow Botiller tract, in thig 
city, five acres in the Cienaga Rancho 
and also five acres in the Rincon de log 
Buyes ranch. Filled with repentance 
for having conveyed away all of this 
property, Botiller, at a later date, made 
his wife execute two deeds reconveying 
to him the property in question, by vir- 
tue of which he regained ownership. Of 


| these two deeds the wife alleges that 


the first was obtained by undue influ- 
ence, and the second by undue influence 
and force combined. When the deeds 
were executed, Botiller promised that 
he would not have them placed on 
record, but lately he has threatened to 
do this and sell the property out. Under 
these circumstances his wifé has felt 
impelled to make a fight for her rights, 
and make disclosure, of the means by 
which she was dispossessed. 


COURTHOUSE ELEVATOR. 


The Several Sectional Bids Ae. 
cepted by the Supervisors. 

The Board of Supervisors were in ses. 
sion yesterday, and most of the time 
was given up to a consideration of the 
fifteen bids submitted for the work in 
connection with putting in a new ele. 
vator in the Courthouse. The tunnel 
will have its entrance on New High 
street, and will run underneath the 
Courthouse to the point where the ele- 
vator tower will join with it. The work 
is of such a nature that the Supervisors 
called for sectional bids, and as fifteen 
bids were put in, it was a matter of 
considerable time to seggregate the 
bids for the different kinds of work.

Grayson Lewis testified that he had 
traveled for the Hayes Woolen Com- 
pany, an eastern concern, and was in 
St. Louis when the Buffalo Company 
incorporated. He was down for a big 
lot of-stock, and Angevine was also 
down for 125 shares, but he had always 
regarded it as a farce, for the company 
had no standing or assets until he came 
to Los Angeles and turned over the 
goods that had been purchased from 
the company he then represented. 
Later the company  disincorporated, 
and Lewis himself purchased the busi- 
ness in its entirety from the eastern 
firm. He ran it until January of this 
year, and then sold out to Louis H. 
Peters. Angevine had been acting as 
manager with an agreement that he 
was to have half of the profits, but as 
there were no profits he got only his 
salary. 

Peters also testified that he had pur- 
chased the business in January, and 
since then had taken in about $15,909, 
but notwithstanding, business had been 
carried on at a loss, and so Angevine 
could not have a share in profits that 
didn't exist. 

Inasmuct®as W. J. de Groot a couple 
of weeks ago filed a suit against peters 
for an accounting, claiming that under 
a contract made with him he was en- 
titled to a certain percentage of the 
profits, and that the business was be- 
ing maladmisistered to his detriment 
and damage, it was sought to contro- 
vert Peters's statement as to the busi- 
ness being carried on at a loss. It 
availed nothing, however, and the peti- 
tion was granted as prayed for. 


CHURCH JURY DISAGREE, 


Juror McManus Played Penitent, but 
Was Fined Ten Dollars. 

The somewhat excit'ng damage suit 
of Elizabeth Church against the Los 
Angeles Railway Company resulted in 
a deadlock among the jury, and con- 
sequently the case will be retried. 

At 2 o'clock in the afternoon Juror 
McManus, who is a lame man, ap- 
peared in court in the role of defendant. 


Being asked what excuse, if any, he! 


had to offer for being drunk last Fri- 
day, he almost pathetically said that he 
had taken only two drinks of whisky, 
and being taken on an empty stomach 
it had gone to his head. He had, he 
said, no idea of delaying the court or 
in any way acting otherwise than was 
eminently proper. As he made the 
amende honorable, Mr. McManus 
looked as if he would have satisfaction 
out of that stomach of his later for 
having gotten him into such a scrape. 
Judge Allen reminded him that It ts 
a very serious matter for a juror, upon 
whom devolves the duty of passing 
upon the rights or liberties of a citizen, 
to place himself in such a position as 
to incapacitate him from discharging 
that trust. “It does not matter 
whether he does so by taking two or 
twenty-five drinks,” said the court, 
I don't think 
you intended any disregard for the 
court or for your duty as a juror, and 
if I did I would deal with you very se- 
verely; but, knowing you as I have 
done for many years, I do not think 
that. At the same time I cannot for- 
get that you were technically guilty, 
and will assess your fine at $10.” 
McManus asked permission to get out 
and hustle for the money, and later in 
the day the fine was paid. Counsel on 


both sides and one of the jurors were 


fined for contempt in this case. 


WATER RIGHTS DEFINED. 


Rival Land Holders’ Dispute as to 
Water Diversion. 

The motion for a nonsuit made by 
the defendant's counsel in the suit of 
L. R. Houghton et al., against W. 
R. Green, et al., was yesterday granted 
by Judge York, in an opinion handed 
down. 

The question involved was one of 
water rights. The lands of the plaint- 
iffs, as well as those of the several de- 
fendants, are irrigated by water from 
the New San Gabriel River, and are 
situated in the Whittier and Norwalk 
districts. The plaintiffs formed an as- 
sociation in 1869 under the title of the 
Little Lake Ditch Company, for the 
purpose of taking water from the river, 
and with this end in view flumes, con- 
duits and ditches were built. Two 
years ago the defendants, under the 
title of the East Santa Gertrudes Irri- 
gation Company, built a@ dam three 
miles above that of the plaintiffs, and 
diverted the water, as it was claimed, 
without right. 

The court, in passing upon the mat- 
ter, held that the plaintiffs’ evidence 
showed their rights to rest on prescrip- 
tion, as this taking was not upon pub- 
lic but private lands. While their 
rights may have matured as to riparian 
owners below plaintiffs’ point of diver- 
sion, they have acquired no rights as 
against riparian owners above their 
point of diversion. The diversion of 
which plaintiffs complain was originally 
made by the Banta Ditch Company, 
and the water over which the conten- 
tion arose was waste water from the 
Banta ditch, flowing through waste 
gates of that ditch. This water . re- 
turned to the river over private lands 
riperian to the river. 

“It is not sufficient,” says the court, 
“to cause a court of equity to act to 
show that plaintiffs’ right has been vio- 
lated. It must be further clearly 
shown that a substantial injury has re- 
sulted, or is threatened to plaintiff, for 
which he has no adequate remedy at 
law, It does not appear that any 
quantity of waste water from _ the 
Banta ditch would enter plaintiffs’ ditch 
if allowed to flow from the waste gate 
into the river; nor does it appear that 
the Banta Ditch Company would con- 
tinue to turn waste water through its 
gates, and it is conceded that that 
company has the right to use all the 
water it can carry through its ditch. 


And, lastly, it does not appear that 
if the water were allowed to run 
and would increase the flow into the 


plaintiffs’ ditch, if not appropriated by 
riparian proprietors, the use by riparian 
proprietors would not consume it.”

VOLUNTEEKS AT HONGKONG. 

A dispatch from Hongkong, China, 
states that some anxiety is felt there 
because of the non-arrival of Ameri- 
can troops; that the American Con- 
sulate is crowded with volunteers, 
and that Consul Williams is on duty 
day and night. The fact that there 
are so many applications at Hong- 
kong for service in the American 
army suggests the question as to 
whether it would not be advisable for 
the government to authorize the en- 
listment and equipment of one or 
more regiments of volunteers at 
Hongkong for service in the Philip- 
pine army of occupation. -If author- 
ity for such enlistment does not ex- 
ist under present laws, Congress could 
give the necessary authorization by 
special legislation to meet this particu- 
lar case. 

Troops enlisted at Hongkong would 
have the advantage of being accli- 
mated in that latitude. This may 
prove to be a consideration of much 
importance, as more or less sickness 
among the American troops, due to 
climatic causes, is naturally to be 
expected. A further advantage would 
be found in- the comparative nearness 
of Hongkong to the Philippines. The 
necessity for transporting troops some 
six or seven thousands of miles adds 
material difficulty to the problem of 
the occupation of the Philippines. 
Troops enlisted at Hongkong could 
be quickly transferred to the scene 
of action, and at comparatively light 
expense. The question of accepting a 
Ifmited number of these acclimated 
volunteers would seem to be, at all 
events, worthy of consideration.

IT MAY DELAY PASSAGE OF THE 
WAR REVENUE BILL. 


Senator White States His Position 
on the Question—War Revenue 
Debate Continued in 
the Senate. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Work has been begun in 
the Finance Committee of the Senate 
on the Sundry Civil Bill, carrying the 
San Pedro appropriation. This was in 
the bill as it passed both Houses, and 
cannot now be stricken out, but if the 
bill is not passed by June 1, contracts 
already made will lapse, and much 
work have to be done over again. It is 
believed, however, that the bill will 
ultimately pass before then, despite 


the immense amount of work requiré4 
to be done. 


HAWAIIAN ANNEXATION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—The ques- 
tion of the annexation of the Hawalian 
Islands has been revived in the Senate 
to a certain extent since the Hawaiian 
resolutions were reported in the House, 
and the ‘friends of annexation have 
been quoted as expressing a determina- 
tion to press the House resolution in 
the Senate during the present session in 
case it should pass the House, for fear 
that the short session would not afford 
time to secure its thorough considerna- 
tion. The opponents of annexation de- 
clare they will not agree to the revival 
of the question in any way in the Sen- 
ate before the adjournment of this ses- 
sion, and some of the Democratic op- 
ponents do not hesitate to say that, 
rather thah have the Hawaiian ques- 
tion reconsidered, they will debate the 
war revenue Dill indefinitely. 

Senator White, who has been one of 
the most persistent opponents of an- 
nexation, today gave the Associated 
Press the following outline of his posi- 
tion on the questions 

“Before the present Congress assem- 
bled, it was stated that the treaty 
would be pressed immediately on the 
opening of the session. This was not 
done. On the contrary, the matter was 
not called up until we were well into 
January. The debate was quite active 
for a while, then the subject was 
dropped because the friends of the 
treaiy were short of votes, and it has 
not since been revived in the Senate. 
If any attempt is made, now that the 
time for adjournment ought to be near 
to re-agitate annexation under the regu- 
lution theory, the result cannot be fa- 
vorable to an early disposition of the 
important legislation pending in Con- 
gress, but will keep Congress in session 
all summer. The power to admit ter- 
ritory or dependencies by resolution is 
doubtful. Texas came in by resolution 
but was admitted as a State under a 
provision of the Constitution expressly 
giving Congress the right to admit new 
States.

WAR REVENUE BILL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, May 23.—For five 
hours today the Senate had the war 
revenue measure under discussion. The 
entire time was occupied by Mr. Chil- 
ton (Dem.) of Texas, Mr. Lodge (Rep.) 
of Massachusetts, and Mr. Turley 
(Dem.) of Tennessee. While Mr. Lodge 
confined himself to a discussion of the 
proposed tax on corporations and bank 
deposits, strongly urging that such 
taxes be not imposed, Mr. Chilton and 
Mr. Turley covered pretty fully the 
general features of the bill. Their 
speeches dealt comprehensively with 
the theories of taxation, and were 
therefore, in the very nature of things, 
legal and technical dissertations upon 
the subject.

WASHINGTON, May 23.—The day 
in the House was devoted chiefly to the 
consideration of District of Columbia 
legislation.

SENATOR CHANDLER’S BILL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, May 23.—Senator 
Chandler today introduced this bill: 
“That during the war with Spain the 
President be, and he hereby is author- 
ized, in his discretion, to place on the 
retired list any officer in the army 
above the rank of lieutenant-colonel, 
and any officer in the navy above the 
rank or relative rank of commander, 
and to fix, at his discretion, as the re- 
tired pay of any such officer any rate 
now by law provided for officers retired 
for any of the various causes for re- 
tirement; and the President may fill 
every vacancy happening through re- 
tirentent by promotion through selec- 
tion, and not according to seniority.” 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS.

WASHINGTON, May 23.—SENATE.

ceived from Secretary War Alger, 
together with the draft of a bill pro- 
viding for a gradual increase in the 
number of officers of the corps of en- 
gineers. The bill provides that the 
corps of engineers of the army shall 
consist hereafter of one chief of engi- 
neers, with rank of brigadier-general; 
seven colonels, fourteen lieutenant- 
4 colonels, twenty-eight majors, thirty- 
five captains, thirty first lieutenants, 
twelve second lieutenants and a bat- 
talion of engineers. All promotions 
shall be made by seniority. The com- 
munication and the bill were-referred 
to the Military Affairs Committee. 
After’ the transaction of some routine 
business, Mr. Allison called up the 
war revenue measure. He announced 
that when the Senate adjourned Fri- 
day the pending question was upon 
the amendment offered by Mr. McEnery 
of Louisiana, removing the proposed 
corporation tax from certain clesses of 
corporations, which were such in name 
only. He added that the reading of 
the bill had been completed, and that 
an ,agreement had been reached for 


the convenience of the Senate, first to 
consider the amendment providing for 
excise taxes, on persons, firms, com- 
panies and corporations. That amend- 
ment. Mr. Allison thought, ought to be 
disposed of before the remaining parts 
of the bill were taken up. 


WAR REVENUE DEBATE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—Mr. Chil- 
ton of Texas delivered a carefully- 
written speech upon the general fea- 
tures of the War Bill. He expressed 
the opinion that the vast amount of 
money proposed to be raised by the 
pending bill would not be needed for 
the naval and military operations be- 
fore Congress should convene next De-s 
cember. He expressed his willingness, 
however, to join with others in fur- 
nishing ample resources for the con- 
duct of the war until July 1, 1899. He 
thought it would be a mistake to ap- 
propriate an amount greater than $25,- 
000.000 a month for war purposes. 

He was followed by Mr. Lodge of 
Massachusetts, who addressed himself 
particularly to the proposed tax on cor- 
porations. He held that the fact that 
many States now levied a tax upon 
corporations was an argument against 
the proposed tax to be levied by the 
national government. 

Mr. Turley of Tennessee, presented 
an argument in support of the corpora- 
tion tax. He introduced a tabulated 
statement concerning the levying of 
the tax upon banks, railroads and other 
corporations. He said the tax would 
fall chiefly upon railroads engaged in 
interstate commerce, and he maintained 
that the railroads and banks and 
other corporations ought to be com- 
pelled to pay their share of the war 
burdens. 

It was then agreed that the Dill 
would not .be pressed further today, 
and it was laid aside. 

Mr. Frye of Maine, who was in the 

chair, called Mr. Carter of Montana 
to the chair, in order that he might 
report a bill from the Committee on 
Commerce. He said that he regretted 
exceedingly to admit to American 
register a foreign-built ship, but in the 
case in hand, it seemed necessary, al- 
though it did appear to be a sort of 
blackmail that the War Department 
was levying upon Congress in making 
the request. The bil] provided for the 
admission to American registry of the 
steamer Zealandia. Mr. Frye said he 
had just received a telegram from the 
War Department urging that the bill 
be passed, as the shiv had been char~ 
tered to convey troops to Manila. 
Mr. Pettigrew inquired where the ship 
was built. Mr. Perkins replied that 
the steamer belonged to the Oceanic 
Steamship Company, and was under 
the Hawaiian flag, although she was 
British built. fe 

Mr. Pettigrew objected ‘to the consid- 
eration of the bill. A chorus of protests 
rose from all parts of the chamber. 

Mr. Teller went to Mr. Pettigrew and 
appealed to him personally to withdraw 
his objection. 

Mr. Frye expressed the hope that the 
objection would be withdrawn, as Mr. 
Pettigrew could have no greater objec- 
tion to conferring an American register 
upon a foreign ship than he had, but in 
this instance, it seemed absolutely 
necessary, as the War Department had 
completed the charter of the vessel and 
its services were seriously needed. 

Finally, Mr. Pettigrew said that at 
the earnest solicitation of friends on 
both sides of the chamber, he would 
withdraw his objection, particularly as 
the War Department’s desire for the 
vessel was the only manifestation of 
haste ke had noticed since the war 
began. 

The bill was then passed. 

The Senate at 5:15 p.m., went into 
executive session, and at 6:30 p.m. ad- 
journed.,

WASHINGTON, May 23.—A bill au- 
thorizing the construction of a railway 
bridge across the Missouri at Quindaro, 
Kan., by the Kansas City, Northeastern 
and Gulf Railway Company, was 
passed. 
The House then disposed of a number 
of measures affecting the District of 
Columbia. 
The Senate bill, providing that of- 
ficers of the regular army who may be 
made staff officers in the volunteer 
service, shall not vacate their offices in 
the regular army, was called up by Mr. 
Hull of Iowa. The measure, it was ex- 
plained, was amendatory of the recent 
general volunteer act and was intended 
to make certain that no vacation of 
regular officers would follow staff ap- 
pointments from the regular army. Pay 
as only staff officers would be drawn. 
The bill was amended so as to include 
army officers appointed to volunteer 
engineer corps, and was then passed. 

The House adjourned at 5:27 p.m. 


RESOLUTIONS OF REJOICING. 


The Reformed Presbyterian Church 
Synod Begins Ite Second Week. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


PHILADELPHIA, May 23. — The general 
synod of the’ Reformed Presbyterian Church 
of America today began the second week of 
its deliberations by unanimously adopting the 
following resolutions: 
‘“‘Whereas, expressions of sympathy with the 
United States in the war that now exists be- 
tween the kingdom of Spain and the United 
States come from the British Empire; and, 
“Whereas, these manifestations of good will 
have deeply touched the hearts of the mem- 
bers of this synod in common with all the 
people of this republic; therefore, be it 
“Resolved, that this synod heartily rejoices 
in these expressions of good will toward the 
United States in their efforts on behalf of 
humanity and civilization, and prays that the 
bonds of amity between Great Britain and the 
United States may be strengthened, and that 
the two nations, one in language and in the 
civil and religious liberty enjoyed by the peo- 
ple of both countries, may ever be at peace 
to the glory of God and the elevation of the 
race.”’ 


Giant Deal Falls Through. 


ST. LOUIS, May 23.—The Republic 
tomorrow will say: “It is- understood 
that the deal for the consolidation of 
the plug-tobacco factories in. the 
United States has fallen through. It 
is claimed that the terms were too 
low. and the owners of the plug fac- 
tories considered that the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company was getting the 
better of the bargain.

Won’t Go to Paris. 


BIRMINGHAM (Ala.,) May 23.—Two 
years ago, thirty prominent citizens of 
Birmingham organized a Paris Exposi- 
tion Club, the object of which was to 
make the trip in a body to the big fair 
in Paris. Today the club had a meet- 
ing and resolved that, inasmuch as 
France had shown unfriendly feelings 
for the United States in’ the war 
against Spain, the club be disbanded 
and the trip abandoned. The'secretary 
today returned to the members $4740.

ALL ALONG THE LINE. 

As the Fresno Republican says: ‘“‘The 
raisin-growers have evidently become 
converts to the doctrine that the Lord 
helps those who help themselves. By 
bitter experience they have learned the 
futility of depending on the other fel- 
low.” Yes, especially when the other 
fellow stakes his bread and butter on 
just that dependence. 


The San José Mercury observes with 
strict adherence to the. fact: “San 
Francisco will be more than _ $300,000 
behind at the end of the fiscal year, 
June 30.

The Arizona Citizen breaks forth into 
this disgusted diatribe on the subject of 
alleged Indian raids on the border:

It has seen many 
of them, but the silliest and most ab- 
surd of them all is the one now sup- 
posed to be raging on the borders of 
Pima county. How it originated we do 
not know, but we do know that it has 
not the least foundation in fact. The 
writer knows every foot of country 
thereabouts, and twenty years ago 
knew every Indian in that section, and 
knows them to be quiet and as peace- 
ably disposed as it is possible for an 
Indian to be.

M. ZOLA’S SECOND TRIAL. 


IT OPENS AND IS ADJOURNED IN 
THE VERSAILLES ASSIZES. 


Counsel for Defense Questions the 
Competency of the Court — Is 
Sharply Reprimanded by Public 
Prosecutor, but Appeal is Made 
to the Court of Cassation. 


. [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
VERSAILLES, May 23.—[By Atlantic 

Cable.) The second trial of M. Emile 

Zola on the charge of criminal libel, 


. ‘contained in charges which he brought 


against the officers who conducted the 
Esterhazy court-martial, commenced 
in the Assize Court here. But few 
of the general public were admitted 
within the precincts of the court, and 
rigorous measures were adopted to 
preserve order. There was no inci- 
dent upon the arrival of the accused. 

M. Laborie, counsel for M. Zola, im- 
mediately questioned the competency 
of the court, on the ground that the 
alleged offense was committed in 
Paris, and that only a Parisian jury 
was competent to try the case. 

The procurer, Gen. Bertrand, of the 
‘Paris court, who acts as public prose- 
cutor, upheld. the competency of the 
court. He said to Mr. Laborie: “You 
desire to prolong matters, but we in- 
tend to end the case. Be assured that 
the country has had enough—do you 
hear—of this perilous agitation.” 

The court then upheld its competency 
to try the case, whereupon Mr. Laborie 
announced that he appealed to the 
Court of Cassation upon that point. 

The trial was then adjourned pend- 
ing the hearing from the appeal. On 
leaving the court M. Zola was greeted 
with cries of “Down with Zola!” in- 
termingled with cheers for Zola and 
cheers for the army. 


CIRCULAR WITHDRAWN. 


Consul Acted Without Authority of 
the Russian Government, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
LONDON, May 23.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] In the House of Commons to- 
day, the Parliamentary Secretary for 
the Foreign Office, George N. Curzon, 
announced that Russia had informed. 
the British government that the cir- 
cular of the Russian Consul at Tien- 
Tsin, saying that British and other 
subjects of foreign powers would not 
be allowed at Talien-Wan without 
passports vised by Russian consuls 
had been issued without its knowl- 
edge, and had been withdrawn. The 
announcement was greeted with cheers.

ORANGES WANTED FOR THE BOYS 
IN BLUE, 


Rear-Admiral Miller Recommends 
That a Monitor Be Sent for the 
Defense of Los ‘Angeles and 
Neighboring Towns. 


A communication was received yes- 
terday by the Chamber of Commerce 
from J. A. Filcher, secretary and gen- 
eral manager of the State Board of 
Trade. He states that the ladies of 
the Red Cross Society are meeting the 
thousands of soldiers who are daily 
arriving in San Francisco from differ- 
ent parts of the country, dispensing 
substantial lunches consisting of cof- 
fee, sandwiches and fruit. The offi- 
cers uniformly protest against the men 
eating strawberries, cherries and other 
fresh fruit, but say the more oranges 
they eat the better. At the request of 
members of the Red Cross Society, Mr. 
Filcher has asked the Chamber of 
Commerce to interest itself in collect- 
ing oranges with all possible speed, to 
be forwarded to the Red Cross ferry 
building by baggage. President For- 
man of the Chamber of Commerce asks 
that all who are willing to give or- 
anges will please forward them at 
once. He has been negotiating with 
the Southern Pacific Railway officials 
with a view to getting free transpor- 
tation of the fruit. 

The following communication, re- 
ceived from J. I. Miller, rear-admiral 
of the navy and commander-in-chief cf 
the Pacific station, will be of great 
interest to the people of this section:

Joe Miller, excursion agent for the 
Burlington, came in yesterday with a 
party of twenty people, nearly all of 
whom contemplate settling in Califor- 
nia. 

Up to the close of business last Sat- 
urday, shipments of oranges from 
Southern California for the season 
amounted to 12,200 cars. This was about 
four hundred cars for the week.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
THE FRUIT EXCHANGE. The meth- 
ods of the Southern California Fruit Ex- 
change are not well understood by 
many who are not members of the ex- 
change, and some interested persons 
take pains to circulate erroneous im- 


pressions regarding the work of the 
olganization. 
The questions are often asked: 


“How are the oranges handled by the 
exchange?’ “What becomes of the 
growers’ fruit?’ “What is the extent 
of the pool?” 

These questions are answered by W. 
C. Fuller. in a recent issue of the Col- 
ton News. Mr. Fuller says: 

“The grower delivers his fruit. at 
the door of the packing-house in the 
boxes furnished by the exchange. The 
fruit is weighed and each lot delivered 
is given a number by which it is known 
in the packing-house. Two records of 
the weight of the fruit are made. one 
is given to the party delivering the 
fruit. this record gives the date of de- 
livery. the number of boxes, and the 
Variety of oranges delivered. The sec- 
ond record gives the same information, 
With an additional number attached, 
and is given to the general office. 
Neither the grower nor the employés 
of the packing-house can know the 
fruit other than by the number. un- 
less the 


growe-s puts a private mark 
on his boxes, The exchange numbers 
the fruit received to prevent 


any 
handler from exercising favoritism in 
the various processes of manipula- 
tion. The varieties are kept separate, 
and when the fruit is in condition for 
packing it is hand-graded 

“Hand grading.—The fruit in han@ 
grading is placed in the boxes as de- 
livered on a convenient table and each 
crange is carefully observed. The 
fruit is divided into fancy, choice and 
culls. The number is how placed on 
the box containing the culls. These 
a@re taken to the scales and their 
weight placed opposite the recorded 
number. This number goes to the 
General office and the weight of the 
culls is there deducted from the 
Grower's account. 

“The pool.—After the culls are taken 
out, the fancy and choice truit of each 
variety cof all growers in the exchange 
is pooled. It is no longer known as 
any grower's fruit, but is the fruit of 
the association, each member owning 
his pro rata, as to the number of 
pounds delivered. Every vrange is in 
the pool except the culls, which are 
unpooled, and at the grower's account. 

“The fancy fruit and the choice are 
pooled together, and not in separate 
pools. Why do we pool in that way? 
Does it not work to the advantage of 
the grower that has. but little fruit 
and to the disadvantage or the grower 
that has but little choice fruit? Yes 
to both questions. In an exchange. 
as the Colton Exchange. where «the 
groves are young and old there wil] be 
Some difference in the quatity of fruit 
and more fancy fruit in the old groves. 
The young groves are. however; grow- 
ing rapidly into good fruiting condi- 
tion. and the old groves vary in condi- 
tion, in somé ‘years. It is also less 
expensive to pool at the point ado >“ 
the individual accounts through the 
growers’ culls, fancy and choice. a 

“Packing.—The fancy fruit. is 
taken to the sizer. This machine 
run either by electricity 
power, and wil! separate. i: 
required, hundreds of boxes in day 
The fruit is again carefully locked 
over by those in charge and any fruit 
mot up to its grade is removed 
Should there be found thz- some culls 
had been passed by the hand-graders 
these would be charged to the associa- 
tion. When the fancy is disposed of 
the choice is packed. ; as 
 “Culls.—The culls are sold for the 
growers’ account, or otherwise dis- 
posed of as grower may direct.

A rumor that this was 
due to a pending Franco-Spanish alliance 
did not hurt Americans in London. London 
was also a buyer of St. Paul here, and alta- 
gether was quite a factor in the strength of the 
New York market. Northwestern responded 
to its excellent statement of April earnings 
with a rise of 2 points, and rallied 
strength throvgh both the Vanderbilt and 
Granger groups, with cach of which it was co- 
ordinate.

CITY BOARD OF TRUSTEES TRANS- 
ACT ROUTINE BUSINESS. 
Sharpshooters Meet and Discuss the 

Merits of Arms, Finally Author- 
izing a Committee to Make the 
Selection—Brevities. 


PASADPNA, May 23.—[{Regular Corre- 
Spondence.] The meeting of the Board of 
Trustees this afternoon was very lengthy, 
though but little business was done. Capt. 
Simpson, representing the San Gabriel Trac- 
tion Company, requested that the Trustees 
appoint a time for a meeting with the di- 
rectors of the company, and that they take 
a ride over the proposed route. The Trustees 
accepted the invitation for Saturday after- 
noon. 

The application of the California Cycleway 
Company was deferred until next Tuesday. 
Trustee Lockett called up the matter of the 
application of the Terminal road for an elec- 
tric franchise, but it received no second, aud 
hence was not acted upon. 

_ City Blectrician Clifford appeared before 
“the board and stated that the electric fecd 
wires now being put in position were nut 
properly insulated, and made it dangerous 
tc work on the fire alarm and other electric 
wires, 

Mr. Kerckhoff, representing the San Ga- 
briel Electric Light and Power Company, 
stated that if the Trustees were not going to 
grant the application for a franchise asked 
for by the company he _ represents, the 
company would now ask fur a tvenly-three 
months’ permit to put in a plant and furnish 
electric light and power, and the compauy 
would take the risk of having the franchise 
granted at the end of that time, 

An ordinance was read for the frst tite 
establishing the grade of Marengo place. 

The Committee on Finange and Auditing 
reported having examined the bill of J. W. 
Ritzman, finding it correst, and an order for 
a@ warrant was made to pay Ritzman $6.6. 

Trustee Lockett offered a motion, whicn 
Was passed, that Trustee Hoag be authorized 
to consult an attorney of his own choosing 
‘upon such matters now before the Council 
as he may wisa information, suca advice tu 
be paid for by the city. 

Tne bonds of Calvin Hartwell, Sherman 
‘Washburn and W. Bb, ebster, uy commis- 
sioners upon the widening and extension of 
Villa street.were received aad those of 
Messrs. Washburn and Webster accepted, 
subject to the approval of the City Attor- 
ney, while the bond of Mr. Haitwell was re- 
ferred to the City Attorney as to its legality, 
having as a bondsman another city ottictal. 

A petition signed by a majority of the 
property-owners on Pulmoettu drive was re- 
ceived, asking that no franchise be awerded 
for any electric road on that thoroughfare. 
It was referred to the committee of the 
whole, 

The petition of C. M. Simpson that ‘the 
grade of Crescent drive between Marengo 
avenue and Chestnut street pe cstablished 
was referred to the Cuinmitteée ona Streets 
and Alleys. 

A letter was received, stating that cn: 
David Goldberg wus in the Sister’s Houypital 
in Los Angeles and prubabiy could not live 
long, and asking that two fines of $5 each 
paid by him for leaving his horse unhitched 
on two different occasions be remitted. It 
was referred to the City Attorney. 

The reports of the City Marshal and the 
City Recorder were received and approveé.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


New License Ordinance—Prospects 
' of Fruit Crop. 

SANTA ANA, May 23. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] A new county liquor ordinance 
was adopted by the Board of Supervisors at 
their session today. The mew ordinanc> 
places the license per annum at $200, instead 
of $300. The penalty clause was also changed 
in the new ordinance from a fine of not less 
than $50 nor more than $200, or 200 days in 
the County Jail, to not more than six months 
in jail or a fine of more than $500. The dis- 
cretionary clause of the old ordinance, which 
gave the board power to refuse to grant a 
license, which was declared illegal by Judge 
Shaw of the*Les Angeles Superier Court some 
time ago, was omitted in framing the rew 
ordinance. 

Other business transacted by the board was 
to instruct the clerk to advertise for bids for 
the $9000 worth of urel school district 
bonds, the bids to be opened June 8, at 10 
o'clock a.m. 

Bids for the $1500 worth of Fountain Valley 
school district bonda were received from the 
Oakland Bank of Savings at $43 premium, 
with accrued interest, and from Isaac Springer 
at $25.65. The bid from the Oakland bank 
was accordingly accepted. 

The opinion of the District Attorney was 
received relative to the claim of Adam Bran- 
del for rebate on liquor license, and the de- 
mand was denied, in conformity with h’'s 
opinion. 


FRUIT AND WALNUT CROP. 

When it wes estimated a few weeks ago 
that Orange county's deciduous-fruit ard 
walnut crop would be from 80 to 90 per cent., 
some growers were of the opinion that the 
top figure was an overestimate, but .since 
the fruit has grown so that it can secn

too high a figure. The apricot crop especially 
promises to be an unusually fine one. e 
trees are loaded, but not to» heavily, with 
vigorous, developing fruit. Peach trees are 
overloaded, and prunes and other deciduous 
trees are bearing abcut all their limbs cin 
stand. The walnut crop is pronounced by 
many who have looked it over as being un- 
usually promising, and more of the nuts will 
be gathered in the county this year than 
ever before.

SANTA MONICA. 


City Trustces Adopt New Stan Or- 
dinance—Car Fenders. 
SANTA MONICA, May 23.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] The City Trustees this oefter- 
nesn awarded a contract for street sprink- 
ling fer a period of three years. Two bids 
were submitted, One was by Frank Ockert, 
whese offer on a one-year contract was 22% 
cents per hour per cart, on a two-year con- 
tract, 21 cents per hour, and on a three-year 
contract 20 cents per hour. S. R. Chatfleld’s 
prepssal was 20 cents per hour per cart on 
a contract for one, two or three years. On 
motion of Tustee Carrillo the three-year pro- 

posal of Chatfield was accepted. 

Resolutions were adopted declaring inten- 
tion to construct sewers along the alleys be- 
tween Third and Fourth streets and between 
Fourth and Fifth streets, from Railroad ave- 
Sue northwesterly. 

C. L. Powell's bid for the construction of 
like sewers between Ocean avenue and Sec- 
ond, and between Second and Third streets, 
runn‘ng northwesterly from Railroad avenue, 
for 85.9 cents per lineal foot was accepted. 

A new ordinance governing the placing of 
signs over or along public streets was 
adopted. This ordinance is intended to correct 
the faults discovered in the sign ordinance 
now in force. The new ord:nacne will permit 
signs to be attached to buildings on the 
street front, provided they are at least ten 
feet above the sidewalk and do no project 
more than eighteen inches from the face of 
the building. Signs painted upon awnings or 
permanent parts of a building will not be 
prohibited. The measure was designed from 
the Los Angeles ordinance. 

The board accepted an invitation from the 
Santa Monica Land and Water Company to 
visit the works Friday. 

CAR FENDER DEVICE. 

W. H. Martin of this c!ty has on exhibl- 
tion here a model of a car fender which he 
has patented. The device has an apron 
somewhat like an ordinary fender projecting 
in frent of the car, and with ‘ts lower edge 
a few’inches above the ground. A person or 
an object standing cr lying on the track is 
etruck by the yielding apron. The elight 
yielding of the apron releases a powerfu! 
spring, which forces a swinging framework 
forward, downward and backward in such a 
way as to drive a strong apron under the 
person or object. Meantime the first apron 
has dropped so that its lower edge touches 
the ground, and comes against the swinging 
apron. The person or object is firmly caught 
between the aprons and prevented from be- 
ing either run over or rolled on the ground. 
it remains to be seon whether the device 
will wort 2s well on the enlarged scale re- 
quisite for practical use as it does on the 
smaller scale ir the model. . 

SANTA MONICA BREVITIES. 

St. Margaret's Guild of the Episcopal 
Church will give a tea at the parish house 
Thursday from 4 to 7 p.m. 

An ordinance is to be presented to the City 
Trustees at thelr next meeting, proh‘biting 
wooden awnings. 

A scheme is being advocated among ‘the 
promoters of the pleasure wharf proposed to 
be buit at the foot of Railroad avenue to 
build it shorter than was first contemplated, 
extending it outward as far as the funds 
raised by subscription will permit. 

Work on the section of the trunk sewer ex- 
tending from the southerly city limits to 
Strand street is advancing. Vitrified pipe of 
twenty-four inches ‘nternal diameter is be- 
ing laid. The work is in soft sand, nearly 
twenty feet deep. Instead of digging a nar- 
row trench and timbering it, the contractor 
is scooping out a very wide trench, thus 
entirely doing away with the use of timbers. 


Meeting of Stockholders of the Can- 

ning Company. 

ANAHEIM, May 23.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] At a meeting of the stockhclders o’ 
the new Anaheim Canning Company, held th's 
afternoon, E. H. Kennedy of Los Angeles 
was appointed general manager, to take 
charge of the factory. A force of men was 
put to work under Mr. Kennedy at the Ger- 
main Packing Company's property to prepare 
it for the recention of the machinery and 
equipment for the factory. Machinery was 
reported purchased from the Baker Iron Com- 
pany, end cans from the Los Angeles Metal 
Company, the bid of which was accepted 
without reference to the bids of other com- 
panies. Treasurer Stern was notificd that he 
would be required to furnish bond at once in 
the sum of $3000, and the Citizens’ Bank of 
Anaheim made the depository of funds. An 
assessment af $2 per share was ordered on 
stock. Four hundred tons of fruit suitable 
for canning purposes were availab'e in the 
district tributary to the factory. Fifty 
tons have been contracted for. It is now ex- 
pected that the factory will ve in operation 
inside cf three weeks. 

The big packing-houses at Fullerton, under 
the charge of A. McDermont, are runn'!ng on 
lemons this week, as a result of the lull in 
the orange market. A numoder of cars cf 
lemons remain in the district to be shipped, 
but their packing will be abandened until! 
oranges are out®of the wavy the moment the 
market for the latter improves. Lemons are 
much more difficult to pack than oranges. A 
hundred boxes of the latter can be put up 
while twenty-five of lemons are being packed.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


HARBOR WELL PROTECTED BY 
MINES AND GUNS, 


No Vessels Many Enter at Night. 
Lights and Signals Discontinued 


for the Present—Notes from 
Coronado, 
SAN DIEGO, May 23.—[{Regular Corre- 


spondence.} All the torpedo mines for the 
defense of this harbor will be in place by 
Wednesday. This morning Lieut. .Meyler and 
a force went out to lay the first mines. The 
cables are all in place, and nothing rema.ns 
but to place the explosives and connect them 
with the electric batteries on shore. Antici- 
pating the placing of these mines the fol- 
lowing ordets have been issued regulating 
the navigation of the entrance to San Diego 
Bay in time of war: 

“Submarine mines having been placed in 
position in connection with the defenses of 
San Diego Bay, the following regulations for 
the safe navigation of the entrance by 
friendly vessels, and for the protection of the 
defenses will be established May 25, 189s: 

No veesel will be allowed to pass 
through the channel entrance between the 
nours of eight (8) p.m. and four (4) a.m. 
During this interval vessels must not ap- 
proach within three miles of Ballast Point. 


‘2. The light on Ballast Point will be 
discontinued until further orders 
**3. 1 vessels drawing three feet or less 


ean safely pass through any partyof the 
channels during the day time. 

“4. Steam vessels must pass at slow speed 
through certain portions of the channel, 
which will be marked by buoys. 

“5. No vessel 
within three (3) miles of Ballast Point with- 
out special authority. 

“6. Vessels are warned that if they disre- 
gard these regulat‘ons they will expose them- 
selves to serious damage, and will be lable 
to be fired on by the batteries. 

“By order of the Secretary of War. 

“CHARLES E. L. B. DAVIS, 
‘“‘Major, Corps of Engineers, U.S.A."’ 

Notice has also been sent out to all ports 
and maritime headquarters along the coast 
notifying mariners that owing to the plant- 
ing of the submarine mines navigation at 
night is prohibited, and that the following 
lights and fog signals will be discontinucd 

ay 25: Ballast Point, beacon No. 2; ‘La 
Playa, heacon No. 6; Diamond beacon. Dur- 
ing fogey weather the bell at Ballast Point 
will sound only between 4 a.m. and 8 p.m. 


STILL ANOTHER GUN, 


Maj. Davis has also received orders from 
Washington to place a fourth 10-inch dis- 
appearing rifle at Ballast Point. Work on 
the emplacement will begin at once. The gun 
and carriage will arrive in about sixty days. 
The building of the emplacement is a huge 
task, requiring the excavation of thousands 
of yards of earth, the building of earthworks 
to withstand modern projectiles, officers’ 
lonkouts, concrete foundations and parapet, 
and a large amount of underground work, 
including ma~7azincs, storchouses, and so on. 
But it is werk upon which a large force of 
men can be employed, and it will therefore 
be rushed night and day. The ‘first em- 
placement required five months in building, 
the second three, and the third, wth war 
threatening, was completed within sixty days. 

All the guns are mounted on the buffing- 
ton-Crozier disappearing carriage, rendering 
them invisible except in the moment of fir- 
‘ng. They are aimed while they are out of 
sight of the enemy. By means of strong hy- 
draulic or electrical apparatus, the guns rise 
from their carriage, peer over the parapet a 
second, and let loose their monster pro- 
jectiles. The recoil of the discharge is par- 
tially used to return the gun to ‘ts place. The 
gun can easily fire three times in five min- 
ufer, 

There is no money available for the mortar 
batteries that are to be built at Point Loma 
and Coronado isthmus to augment the reg- 
uler batteries. The work from-this on is 
emergéncy work, pure and simple, the plans 
of the Endicott board being foliowed wherever 
practicable, but not literally, as would be 
in times of peace. For instance, if needed, 
it is stated by an army offiger here, that 
Point Loma can be made to bristie with ef- 
fective guns within thirty days. He laughed 
at the ‘dea of a Spanish fleet coming and 
destroying the coast ports. He declared that 
no ships dared to come within range of the 
deadly fire of the shore batterics, manned by 
accurate American gunners. 


SAN DIEGO BREVITIES. 


The British sloop-of-war Icarus sailed this 
morning at 9 o'clock for Esquimalt. The 
Icarus was to stop at San Francisco, but 
orders were received from the admiral on no 
account to call at San Francisco unless nec- 
essary. The haste in getting to Esquimalt 
‘s ascribed by the officers to a plan to send 
the Icarus to Honolulu. 

The Indians on Balcan Mountain have 
leased their reservation to sheep men, and 
the animals are fast denuding the pastures. 
The Ind‘an agent has notified the sheep men 
to remove their bands or they will be con- 
fiscated.

PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 


Report of the Board of Missions to 
Freedmen Considered, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WINONA LAKE (Ind.,) May 23.— 
At the Presbyterian General Assem- 
bly today, after devotional exercises 
led by Rev. William G. White, of 
Youngstown, O., a resolution was in- 
troduced by Rev. Horatio J. Olmstead 
of Galveston, providing for an unin- 
structed committee of five to confer 
with a like committee from the South- 
ern Presbyterian church, looking to a 

union of the two denominations. 

It was promptly referred to the Cotn- 
mittee of Bills and Overtures, where 
similur crdera were already under con- 
sideration. There being no miscella- 
neous reports, the assembly proceeded 
at once to consideration of the report 
of the board of missions to freedmen. 

The board reported that it began the 
year under the discouragement incei- 
dent to the burning of its main educu- 
tional institution at Anniston, Ala. ‘The 
record of the year was one of retrench- 
ment. The report says: 

“We have pushed economy to the 
verge of parsimony,” but in spite of 
all efforts the board ended its year 
with a debt of $58,062, an increase of 
over $2000 since 1897. This was due to 
a decrease of $3228 in contributions re. 
ceived. The schools operated have 
been reduced from sixty-seven to fif- 
ty-three of all grades. 


Under the board are 187 ministers, 
299 churches and 200 teachers. The 
total receipts were $128,900, of which 


the churches gave $56,429, and the wo- 
men’s board $45,108. The expenditures 
aggregated, including the deficit $188,- 
375. 

The Committee on Sabbath Observ- 
ance presented its amended report, 
which was adopted. As usual, it de- 
ounced Sundey newspapers and called 
tor the closing of the Omaha Exposition 
on the Sabbaih. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion the Judicial Committee reported on 
several cases, among which was that of 
Warsewiack against the Presbytery of 
New York. It was dismissed. 

The regular. order of the session was 
the report of the Board of Education. 

The Board of Education reported 
that it had enrolled the names of 814 
candidates for the ministry, 153 of 
whom were accepted last year. It re- 
jected the applications of thirty-two 
names. The income of the board was 
$66,361, an increase of $876 over 1897. 

The assembly was addressed by Dr. 
Edward H. Cowan, secretary of the 
board, and by several colored commis- 
sioners. 

The report of the Standing Commit- 
tee on Education was presented by Dr. 
Thomas D. Wallace of Chicago. 

The chief interest of the afternoon 
centered in the speech of Dr. Richard 
Holmes of Pittsburgh, upon the mis- 
sionary publication of the church. Of 
these there have been two, The Church 
at Home and Abroe4d, and The Assem- 
bly Herald. One was described as 2a 
high and the other as a _ low-class 
periodical. The missionary boards have 
never been entirely satisfied with 
either, he declared. One was too dear 
and both were too slow. The speaker 
advocated a single-he2zded management 
with editors and offices in New York, 
where the bulk of the missionary inter- 
ests of the church are located. Dr. 
Holmes spoke for an hour, and the mat- 
ter went over to the second order for 
tomorrow afternoon. 

A regular popular meeting was held 
this evening in the auditorium in the 
interest of the Freedmen’s Board.

AMERICAN ACTS IN CUBA VEHE- 
MENTLY DENOUNCED. 


Spanish Senators Say Yankee Meth- 
ods are Cowardly and Iniquitous 


and not Those of a Civilized Na- 
tion—Privateering Hinted At, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

MADRID, May 23.—[{By Atlantic 
Cable.] In the Senate today Count 
Alaenas vehemently protested against 
the alleged action of some American 
warships in displaying the Spanish flag 
in order to deceive the garrison of 
Guantanoms., as announced on Satur- 
day last, a dispatch from Capt.-Gen. 
Blanco, who added that the American 
ships weie “immediately recognized 
and repulsed.” 

The Count asked if the government 
has notified the powers of this Iinct- 
dent. 

The Minister of the Interior, Sefior 
Capdepon, replied that he had notified 
the powers and described this reported 
action as “cowardly and iniquitous.” 

Count Alaenas said that in view of 
America’s manner of making war, 
Sprain must immediately decree priva- 
teering in order to utterly destroy 
American shipping. 

To this the Minister of the Interior 


replied that the government had de- 
liberated upon the matter, and had 
“even taken eertain decisions which 


would soon be Known.” 

Count Guandolon said the American 
acts of piracy were admitted by cer- 
tain theorists as international law. 

Sefior Pacheco remarked that it wags 
doubtful whether such an act was le- 
gal. ‘But,’ he added, “in face of the 
Americans’ conduct in the war with 
Spain, we must not show consideration 
for them.” 

Continuing, the speaker protested 
against Spain's adherence to the Ge- 
neva convention, whereupon the Min- 
ister of the Interior replied that Spain 
had not yet entered the convention. 


BASE PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
MADRID, May 23.—Sefior Condre, 

professor of international law at the 
Madrid University, warmly denounced 
what he was pleased to term the “base 
proceedings of the tnited States,” de- 
claring that if Washington authorized 
such acts, “it did not deserve the name 
of a civilized government.” 

The professor then proceeded to un- 
fold a lengthy indictment of the al- 
leged war methods of the Americans, 
insisting that they have shown “no 
respect for the right of people in the 
capture of merchantmen and bom- 
bardmerts reiterating that the acts 
of the United States are not those of 
a civilized country.

The owner of the lot which adjoins the 
Norwood school on the north presented an 
offer to sell the lot to the board for $350, and 
Mr. Braly wanted to accept the offer. The 
matter was discussed for half an hour, and 
was finally referred to the Building Commit‘ee 
to report at the next meeting.
